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Court Protest 
Takes Anger 
To The Streets

An estimated 3-4,000 people turned out to protest the ap¬ 
pearance in San Francisco of Supreme Court Justice Sandra 
Day O’Connor on Thursday, July 17. O’Connor came to the 
city less than a month after the High Court’s unpopular deci¬ 
sion upholding a a Georgia law which makes most gay sex acts 
a felony punishable by up to 20 years in prison. 

While O’Connor, the first woman named to the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court, spoke at the annual fundraising dinner of the 
Bay Area Council, thousands gathered outside the Hilton Ho¬ 
tel to demonstrate their bitter disapproval of the court’s ac¬ 
tion. O’Connor had voted with the majority in the close 5-4 
decision. 

The evening’s demonstrations ed around the police motorcycles, 
against the Justice began with a Street traffic came to a stand- 
protest march from Castro Street st in and passersby stared in 
at 5:30 p.m. Several hundred peo- disbelief as the demonstrators, 
pie marched and earned signs now swelled to 500, marched past 
down Market Street with a police City Ha ll.

streets” surprised happy hour 
crowds in bars along Polk Street. 
Sister Sadie, in a graduate’s black 
cap and gown, led the marchers, 
carrying an American flag decor¬ 
ated with rainbow colored stream¬ 


ers. Behind Sadie came a number 
of unofficial leaders of the city’s 
gay community: Cleve Jones, for¬ 
mer aide to Assemblyman Art 
Agnos; Gilbert Baker, the Betsy 
Ross of gay America; activist 


Hank Wilson, and others. By the 
time the demonstration reached 
California Street, there were more 
than 1,000 marchers. 

The protestors climbed Nob

Robbers Hit Bank, 2 Ice Cream Shops 


Jewelry Also Filched 
On Castro Street

Armed robbery seems to be up in the Castro area. A bank 
and two ice cream stores were robbed at gunpoint and shop¬ 
lifting and other thefts have also been reported. In the case 
of the ice cream store robberies, local police think the rob¬ 


ber may be the same person. 

“We have reports that the rob¬ 
ber seems to be a black male, 
30-36 years old,” said gay police 
officer Ray Benson, who went on 
to say the alleged robber seems 
to have black hair, brown eyes and 
is wearing blue jeans and either 
a dark gray or black baseball cap. 
Benson said the robber also ap¬ 
pears to have either an un¬ 
trimmed moustache, beard or 
goatee. 


The first robbery victim this 
month was the Hibernia Bank 
branch at 18th and Castro Sts. on 
July 2. Four days later, The Latest 
Scoop on 18th St. was hit and the 
following day, the Copenhagen 
Ice Cream Store on Castro was 
victimized. On July 12, an expen¬ 
sive piece of jewelry was stolen 
from the Brand X specialty store 
on Castro.

Hill screaming: What do we want? 
... Sodomy! When do we want it? 
,.. Now!” Tourists stared in awe 
and children in cable cars waved 
and smiled. Fully 1,500 marchers 
were in the group when it reach¬ 
ed the Hilton Hotel, A howl of 
welcome went up from the several 
thousand protestors already 
assembled at the hotel when the 
marchers appeared coming down 
Mason Street. 

The two groups stood applaud¬ 
ing each other for a long moment 
and then joined in a huge jam of 
people on the street facing the 
side entrances to the Hilton. Gay 
leaders stood on a truck in the 
street while barricades and police 
in riot gear lined the sidewalk in 
front of the hotel. 

“Why did [Justice Louis] 
Powell change his vote at the last 
minute?” screamed Maggie 
Rubenstein at the crowd in an 
allusion to Powell’s apparent last- 
minute vote switch in the sodomy 
decision. “Did Reagan call him? 
Who did? Who runs this country? 
The system doesn’t work unless 
you are affluent, white, and 
straight.” 

“It’s not enough to be angry,” 
said Ben Schatz of the National 
Gay Rights Advocates. “We have 
to be active. The California Su¬ 
preme Court will get more con¬ 
servative if we don’t reelect Chief 
Justice Rose Bird. If we don’t 
stand up, we are in deep trouble. 
This means coming out to the 
people you care about most, in¬ 
cluding grandma whose feelings 
you’ve been trying to spare while 
she votes to put you in quarantine. 

“We are strong and resilient 
people,” shouted Schatz. “Stone¬ 
wall didn’t stop us, Anita Bryant 
didn’t stop us, Jerry Falwell didn’t 
stop us, Lyndon LaRouche won’t 
stop us, AIDS can’t stop us, and 
the Supreme Court will never stop 
us!” 

“This is the day of a repression 
we have not seen for fifty years, 
since Hitler,” San Francisco 
supervisorial candidate Pat Nor¬ 
man told the crowd. “This deci¬ 
sion these Justices handed down 
had references to Henry IV and 
Leviticus. It was based on their 
morality and ignorance. But we 
refuse to accept this immorality 
from these Injustices,” she said. 

“What is immoral, Norman 
added, “are hungry, jobless peo¬ 
ple in a land of plenty. What is im¬ 
moral are the LaRouchies. What 
is immoral is that the governor of 
this state has not come out 
against the LaRouche Initiative.” 

Norman then told the throng 
that a national march is planned 
j to be held in Washington, D.C. in 
) 1987 to protest the court’s deci¬ 


sion. Said Norman: “There is no 
turning back. We are taking our 
stand and we are here to fight.” 

Sup. Harry Britt said that the 
Supreme Court has recognized 
“the basic, inalienable rights of 
bigots to come down on individ¬ 
ual liberty. Those who serve the 
cause of bigotry from the seats of 
power are the most guilty of all for 
depraving this country.” 

Gay activist attorney Mary 
Dunlap talked about Justice 
O’Connor. “If Sandra Day 
O’Connor has not committed sod¬ 
omy, what a pity, and if she has 
committed sodomy, whay a hypo¬ 
crite! Sandra is not using all her 
parts—she’s not using her brain,” 
said Dunlap. 

“It’s been said since this deci¬ 
sion,” continued Dunlap, “that 
we should stay out of the courts. 
But I say ‘go.’ If we disappear 
from the courts, we disappear 
from the constitution. So, we’re 
going to be in the courts and in 
the streets and in the bedrooms 
defying this stupid, bigoted law 
until we have no breath left. 

“Remember,” finished Dunlap, 
“when people say we lost in the 
courts, that it takes five Justices 
to screw it up and it takes five 
Justices to fix it. None of us will 
rest until we have that fifth Jus¬ 
tice.” 

After the speeches an im¬ 
promptu march around the Hilton 
began. The marchers screamed 
and whistled as police on motor¬ 
cycles tried to keep ahead of the 
crowd. When the first circuit 
around the building ended, police 
jumped off their motorcycles and 
pulled out night sticks, looking 
threateningly at the marchers who 
had now dwindled to only a few 
hundred. But the protesters con¬ 
tinued marching and made their 
way around the hotel twice more, 
losing participants a few at a time 
as they went. 

After the third circling of the 
hotel, about 75 of the remaining 


protesters stoppped traffic on Ma¬ 
son Street in front of the hotel’s 
main entrance until a line of po¬ 
lice came out of the hotel with 
night sticks drawn. A police cap¬ 
tain followed the protesters, who 
were already retreating slowly 
down Mason toward Market, and 
declared their assembly to be il¬ 
legal. Two lines of police then 
followed the captain in the direc¬ 
tion of the demonstrators. 

Finally, the protesters had 
dwindled to only a couple of score, 
now chanting “Gay people fight 
back.” For along moment it look¬ 
ed as if night sticks and heads 
might meet in a tangle of violence 
But cooler heads managed to 
prevail. The marchers slowly ex¬ 
ited the street and the police gave 
them the time to leave 

According to reports, the local 
Bay Area Council gave O’Connor 
a far different welcome inside the 
hotel—a standing ovation. • 


Call Duke 

Sources close to Gov. George 
Deukmejian’s office report that 
mail and phone calls to the gover¬ 
nor are running heavily against 
AB 3667.

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Honig Fears Backlash 
If Seen As Pro-Gay 

Would Promote Tolerance in Schools 
But Not Allow Gays as Equals

California Superintendent of Public Education Bill Honig 
told the Bay Area Reporter in an exclusive interview that he 
fears a “backlash” if public schools appear to teach “that all 
lifestyles are equal and each as good as the other.” Honig said 
that would be a “proselytizing message.” He did endorse, how¬ 
ever, the idea of including gay concerns in the school cur¬ 
riculum, such as history classes, that would promote 
“tolerance of the dignity of individuals.” 

Honig was responding to 
recommendations made in April 
by the state attorney general’s 
Commission on Racial, Ethnic, 

Religious and Minority Violence 
that “the California Department 
of Education should develop a 
handbook to provide information 
on gay and lesbian lifestyles and 
counter myths and stereotypes 
about gays and lesbians, for 
teachers and school administra¬ 
tors.” 

Honig talked at length about 
the state commission’s report. 

“I’ve read it. Teachers should be 
learning to treat people with 
dignity, so that particular recom¬ 
mendation we will put through. 

What the commission was wor¬ 
ried about was kids’ attitudes 
and how they’re treating each 
other. A handbook might be the 
best way to do, or it might not be. 

Teachers get a lot of handbooks,” 
he said.

“Decency is a fairly easy concept 
to understand,” he said. 

But on the importance of 
teaching information about les¬ 
bians and gays to dispel homo- 
phobic ignorance, Honig said: “I 
don’t know if that should be 
done. I cannot know anything 
about Nigerian culture but I can 
know not to beat up Nigerians.” 

Honig volunteered a comment 
on the recent Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing which allows states to make 
gay sex illegal. “I don’t believe in 
that. I think that case is wrong. 
And I don’t see [that attitude] in 
our texts. I believe we should take 
affirmative action to make sure 


that all people are treated with re¬ 
spect. But this is a locally driven 
system and there are no magic 
state buttons,” said Honig. 

When asked why the state had 
not developed a policy statewide 
on AIDS and the students, Honig 
said, “We couldn’t get the public 
health people to do much.” But 
he added: “If AIDS starts to in¬ 
crease at the high school level, if 
it starts surfacing then it’s going 
to cause turmoil. At that point, 
you have to be specific in pro¬ 
viding information.” 

Honig added that he had no 
comment on the effort by some 
San Franciscans, including his 
wife Nancy Honig, to unseat 
Myra Kopf, current president of 
the San Francisco Board of 
Education. •

Hartway’s entry was the final 
one from 16 entries. He joined six 
teammates for a gospel number. 
The enthusiasm was infectious. 
With black robes flowing and 
gospel music producing a driving 
beat, the audience literally made 
the building shake with its clap¬ 
ping and stomping. 

Besides Casto Travel, 14 gay 
bars and a video store partici¬ 
pated in the festivities. The rules 
are simple. The softball team ap¬ 
pears on stage in its real gender 
and then disappears. When they 
return, they’re in drag and ready 
to perform. 

Overseeing this outrageous 
evening was GSL Commissioner 
Rick Brattin. He set the tone by 
dressing as a cross between Nan¬ 
cy Reagan and Second Hand 
Rose.

“It’s a tricky issue,” said 
Honig, “because I don’t agree 
with the position that all life¬ 
styles are equal and each as good 
as the other. I don’t think that’s 
a message we want to give. It 
would create a big backlash. It’s 
a proselytizing message.” 

Honig added that his office 
will make a determination “in 
the next two to three weeks” on 
how to implement the commis¬ 
sion’s recommendation that a 
handbook be created on lesbian 
and gay lifestyles for use by 
teachers and administrators. 

On the issue of state textbooks 
ignoring or providing a negative 
image of gay people, Honig re¬ 
sponded: “I think there should 
be information about the gay 
rights movement in high school 
textbooks. I think it’s more a case 
of ignoring gays than of negative 
images of gays being projected. 
But I don’t think there would be 
broad support for a literature of 
gay stories, gay protagonists. It 
would be divisive. 

“I think society has a right,” 
Honig continued, “to say this is 
how families form. You run a lot 
of shoals going through that [dis¬ 
cussing gay lifestyle as an alter¬ 
native to straight lifestyle]. There 
would be such a backlash that 
you would lose the fight to end 
homophobia, which has broad 
acceptance. Tolerance of the 
dignity of individuals—a lot of 
groups share common ground 
there. Kids shouldn’t develop 
negative feelings. But that’s a dif¬ 
ferent concept than saying to kids 
we’re going to put as variety of 
lifestyles before you and tell you 
they are equal.” 

According to Honig, state¬ 
ments that are negative toward 
any minority, including gays and 
lesbians, should not be in state 
textbooks. And he added again 
that he felt information on the 
gay movement as an historical 
reality belonged in history texts. 

On the question of anti-gay 
taunting and homophobic slurs, 
Honig said that schools needed 
to develop a good interaction 
among the students which he felt 
would preclude name-calling.

Wotman Wins Early Backing 
In College Board Race 


Seen as a Stong Candidate Likely to Win; 
Riordan Seen as Most Vulnerable

At its July 14 meeting, the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club has granted an 
early endorsement to San Francisco attorney Paul F. Wotman in his campaign for a seat on the 
Community College Board. The endorsement comes prior to the filing deadline for candidates. 
The Toklas Club usually endorses its entire slate of candidates together in late summer. 

“I 8ee the earl y endorsement as an appreciation of my past contributions to the lesbian and 
gay community and a reflection of their confidence that I will be an effective leader on the Com¬ 
munity College Board,” said Wotman. “I’m very thankful for the support of the Alice B. Toklas 
Democratic Club, they have been in the forefront of progressive politics and the fight for human 
rights in San Francisco for many, many years. 


The Toklas endorsement fol¬ 
lows another recent endorsement 
of the Wotman campaign. In a 
highly unusual move, the Chi- 
nese-American Democratic Club 
unanimously endorsed Wotman. 

If elected, he will join Tim Wol- 
fred on the seven member Col¬ 
lege Board. Many are looking to 
Wotman as perhaps the commu¬ 
nity’s best bet of unseating John 
Riordan, an incumbent who has 
won few friends in the gay com¬ 
munity, who will also be running 
this November. 

Wotman sees the Community 
College District as important for 
gays and lesbians. “Gay people 
have come to San Francisco from 
many other places and they may 
not have had the opportunity to 
get an education. And so instead 
of finding them on Polk Street or 
under-employed, community col¬ 
lege ought to provide that educa¬ 
tional opportunity.” 

Rick Pacurar, president of the 
Harvey Milk Democratic Club, 
said of Wotman, “Another gay 
candidate is good whenever there 
is an opportunity. We have two 
slots open and available and 
we’ve got Paul Wotman who 
would be good both because he’s 
a gay man and because he’s a 
good strong candidate. There are 
a large number of lesbians and 
gays in the Community College 
District. Wotman would help to 
serve the agenda of the present 
coalition on the board that is de¬ 
dicated to all communities hav¬ 
ing input in their programs and 
hiring.” 

“Most definitely the candidate 
the gay community wants to get 
rid of is John Riordan,” said 
Pacurar. “Riordan’s policies 
have been atrocious in terms of 
lesbian and gay rights. He has 
been an embarrassment to the 
entire community with the near¬ 
ly insane remarks he’s been mak¬ 
ing. He most recently objected to 
the Community College Board 
allowing the AIDS Foundation to 
use space in their offices.” 

“He (Riordan) has opposed 
Tim Wolfred consistently in Tim’s 
attempts to get programming 
that is sensitive to the lesbian and 
gay community,” said Pacurar, 
“And the style in which he has 
opposed us has been vicious.” 

Riordan has not only antago¬ 
nized leaders in the gay commu¬ 
nity but he was nearly censured 
by his fellow members on the col¬ 
lege board according to board 
president Chuck Ayala. In Jan¬ 
uary, the board deadlocked 3 to 
3 on the move to censure Rior¬ 
dan. “I’m not into censuring be¬ 
cause the guy’s an elected offi¬ 
cial,” said Ayala, “and I think it’s 
up to the people to decide what 
to do with him. But he’s been 
pretty heavy. He’s just not treat¬ 
ing people with respect, with pro¬ 
per courtesy.” 

Board member Alan Wong 
said, “What he has been doing

is highly unethical and unprofes¬ 
sional, it indicates a lack of re¬ 
spect for the rest of us. He haras¬ 
ses the staff and some of his me¬ 
mos show him to be totally off the 
wall.” 

Board member Julie Tang told 
the B.A.R. that Paul Wotman is 
seen as an alternative to Riordan. 
“I think Mr. Riordan has taken 
a lot of anti-gay stands, particu¬ 
larly recently when the gay admi¬ 
nistrator was going to be hired 
from Texas. He (Riordan) sent 
him letters demanding he appear 
in person before the board to an¬ 
swer allegations that he had had 
an inside route to the job through 
Tim Wolfred.” 

Of Riordan, Tang said, “Phy¬ 
sically he does not look well. At 
one of the public sessions we had 
to call an ambulance and they 
gave him mouth to mouth resus¬ 
citation. I am very concerned 
about his health. He is doing 
things and saying things that he 
did not do before. He hasn’t been 
the same in the last year or two 
in terms of his physical appear¬ 
ance and the way he handles him¬ 
self.” 

Riordan, in an interview with 
the B.A.R., responded to a ques¬ 
tion as to whether he had had a 
heart attack by saying, “I did not 
have a heart attack. It was dizzi¬ 
ness.” And as for the mouth to 


gg mouth resuscitation, Riordan 
said, “When anything occurs, 
that’s standard operating proce¬ 
dure. Nothing happened. Ask 
Timmy, (Wolfred).” 

In response to the charge by 
other board ^members that he 
shows little respect for them, 
Riordan said. “I do not follow the 
dictates of Lord Chesterfield in 
his letters to his son. When an 
issue comes up before our board 
which I think is fixed or is wrong, 

I have spoken up with vigor.” 

When asked for his comment 
on losing the endorsement of the 
Chinese-American Democratic 
Club by a unanimous vote earlier 
this month, Riordan said, “I 
don’t have a problem with the gay 
community or the Chinese com¬ 
munity, only with the chancellor 
(Hilary Hsieu). 

“And I’ll tell you Tim Wolfred 
doesn’t do a goddamned thing 
out there,” added Riordan in a 
telephone interview. 

For his part, Chancellor Hsieu 
told of having to call a college 
security guard into his office re¬ 
cently when Riordan refused to 
leave. 

“There was a special meeting 
of the board in closed session 
with me and with legal counsel. 
Because of his (Riordan’s) irra¬ 
tional behaviour the board ses¬ 
sion was adjourned without any¬ 
thing being decided. After the 
session, which was held in my of¬ 
fice, he refused to leave. He claim¬ 
ed that the meeting was still in 
session though it was only the two 
of us in there. I had to call a se¬ 
curity guard to sit in my office so 
I could go about my business. It 
was irrational.” 

“I think he (Riordan) is tear¬ 
ing the board apart,” said Chan¬ 
cellor Hsieu. 

College Board member Tang 
agreed. “His (Riordan’s) behav¬ 
iour and actions are tearing the 
board apart,” she said, “He’s 
gone on a binge of persecuting 
gays and Chinese.” •

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It’s Business—As Usual 


A tlas has died, another premature death in our community. This 
death too came about through the actions of the U.S. government. 
The “mailing” of the Castro Street took a giant step last week 
through the generous assistance of the feds. We’re not talking card shops 
and book supermarkets anymore. The Big E has moved in, plopping its 
$8.7 billion weight into our neighborhood, instantly smothering poor, 
little Atlas. Your tax dollars at work. 

Merger mania, corporate takeovers, closed down community enter¬ 
prises—we see it happen everyday. Usually it happens far away on Wall 
Street between already faceless entities. But now, Ronald Reagan’s doc¬ 
trine of welfare for the rich—in this case $11.2 million to help Big E 
swallow this tasty, new morsel—has hit our community directly. It’s an¬ 
other example of the Reagan trickle down theory: piss on the poor. 

Why couldn’t the feds have directed the $11 million package to some 
of the investors who were desperately trying to salvage troubled Atlas 
as a gay-identified financial institution? Are the interests of 1600 
stockholders too puny to counter the demands of big money? 

O ur community has been slapped again by a vicious minded, 
greedy federal administration openly committed to enriching a 
few at the expense of many. Atlas shareholders were mugged by 
an iron fist cloaked in the official blandishments of federal regulations. 

The takeover and hasty burial of Atlas simply smells. Why did the 
feds engineer the move for months, selling off Atlas from under its 
rightful owners? Why did the feds move in on Atlas on a Monday after¬ 
noon when their normal practice is to seize failing banks on weekends 
so as to not disrupt business? Why were re-organizing efforts by private, 
independent investors ignored and then pre-empted? 

Why was Atlas ripped off by the FSLIC when other S & L’s pose far 
worse threats to federal bank insurance funds? Atlas was operating at 
a piddling negative net worth of 2.7 percent. Columbus Savings reported 
a 9 percent negative worth, Gateway Savings, 9.8 percent, and City 
Federal Savings of Oakland, 17.6 percent. Compared to the problems 
throughout the banking industry, Atlas was in minor trouble. 


Perhaps Atlas management’s good efforts at minimizing losses and 
recovering from a rash of bad loans is exactly what made the enterprise 
attractive to Big E. Why not gobble up $76 million in assets for a song— 
especially when you can get the federal government to foot the bill? Once 
again the bad faith of the Reagan Administration is nakedly evident. 

The corporate types, who brought all their freshly polished public rela¬ 
tions dodges to town last week, say that the Big E can give better ser¬ 
vice because they are a big corporation with big resources. Financial 
size queens, they are. 

L arge corporations have the opposite track record. They general¬ 
ly provide a lower quality of service and a lot more arrogance. And 
when they screw up your account, you’ll be lucky to ever find the 
computer glitch at fault. The bigees seldom know the communities 
they’re supposed to serve. We talk about community; they talk about 
markets. Toss ’em a few PR bromides, is their solution to community 
needs. 

Empire expects it’ll be business as usual on Castro Street. Here’s the 
news, guys: It never was business as usual at Atlas and there’s no reason 
to expect it now. 

Atlas was built on gay community pride. It was a sign of our economic 
clout and of our community power. Atlas meant no humiliating games 
for customers having to “explain” their relationship to suspicious loan 
officers to get that home loan. 

Atlas was a means for the gay community to take care of its own. As 
an employer of gays and lesbians, it was a haven for those seeking careers 
in finance. Now, Atlas employees have been plunged back into the cor¬ 
porate shuffle, their jobs and careers dependent upon the kindness of 
strangers in the personnel department. Who even knows where the per¬ 
sonnel department is? 

There is only one way a community can fight back against conglo¬ 
merate takeovers—take our business elsewhere. Since only the bottom 
line on the balance sheet will reach Buffalo, send the corporate types 
a message. Send them a message payable in dollars and sense to the gay 
community. Aside from public relations cliches, it’s the only language 
they understand.

LaRouche Will Cost 
California Billions 

by Assembly Majority Leader Mike Roos 

A dangerous milestone was quietly reached one day at the end of 
last month. It was the day that the so-called LaRouche Initia¬ 
tive was qualified for the November ballot by the Secretary of 
State. It was also the day rational, sane public policy pertaining to the 
AIDS crisis was thrown out for massive public scrutiny. 

While the public debate has already begun on the merits, princi¬ 
ples, and “political agenda” of the LaRouche Initiative, I wish to lim¬ 
it my points to the “overt” and “covert” fiscal impact that this measure 
will have on the taxpayers, employers, and business community of this 
state. 

W T nder Section II of the LaRouche Initiative, all health authori¬ 
ties “shall” fulfill all duties and obligations leading to quaran- 
tine and isolation of persons with AIDS, persons sero-positive 
with HTLV-3, and even persons “suspected” of having AIDS or being 
HTLV-3 carriers. This means simply that the obligations stressed are 
mandatory, not discretionary. 

My question to the DHS was, “How many HTLV-3 tests would have 
to be performed in California to find the universe of potential quaran¬ 
tine cases?” 

The quoted response was as follows: “If quarantine were to be con¬ 
sidered for persons infected with the AIDS virus, then virtually the total 
population of the state would need to be tested to identify all of the 
infected persons.” 

Exacting a fiscal readout from this message is simple. Currently, the 
State of California pays the counties approximately $44 per individual 
HTLV test. California roughly has a current population of 26 million. 
Therefore, as I see it, if the LaRouche Initiative were to pass in 
November, the taxpayers of this state would have to shell out approx¬ 
imately $1.4 billion. 

Rather, we must continue in this state to fund educational, research, 
and treatment programs dealing with AIDS. We must convince the 
governor to restore the vetoed $20.3 million of the $22.4 million which 
the State Legislature added for AIDS in the 1986-87 state budget. At 
the height of this crisis, the governor’s budget proposes spending 
roughly $29 million on AIDS programs for FY 86-87, while the Legis¬ 
lature has proposed a figure close to $50 million. 


This is where precious tax dollars should be going and not towards 
funding irrational proposals. 

There is also a covert fiscal impact of the LaRouche measure. I use 
the term “covert” ion the sense of the unknown societal cost factors 
that the LaRouche Initiative would unleash. 

O ne could only speculate, at this juncture, as to what fiscal con¬ 
sequences this measure might have on the overall business 
climate, and activity in this state in areas such as lost produc-: 
tivity, and employee training. One may also assume that, under this 
measure, certain key sectors of the state’s economy will be dispropor¬ 
tionately impacted—for example, the food and win industry. 

Moreover, there appear to be lingering economic concerns this 
measure will have relating to the augmentation of the state and local 
operating public sector budgets. 

The LaRouche Initiative could restrict travel and mobility of cer¬ 
tain individuals. Who would pay for the increase to the law enforce¬ 
ment budgets, both on local and state level? How much would it cost 
to establish internal roadblocks at the edge of the 52 counties we have 
in California? What would it cost to issue “internal identity passes” 
to. permit non-infected individuals to travel freely? 

The LaRouche Initiative would cause financial havoc in our educa¬ 
tional system. School exclusion would probably be required for 
students, staff, teachers, and administrators who are HTLV-3 carriers, 
have AIDS, or conceivably merely reside with an HTLV-3 carrier, or 
a person with AIDS. How much will it cost to find qualified teacher 
replacements or set up an alternative educational structure for school 
children who are infected? 

Finally, we need to question the cost of quaranting and isolating 
possibly 500,000 Californians who are now infected with the AIDS 
virus. Are we to assume the state will build large detention facilities, 
say in the Mojave desert, and intern individuals much in the same fash¬ 
ion as Japanese-Americans were interned during World War II? 

I could go on with this financial analysis, but I think my point has 
been made. California taxpayers and our business community are not 
prepared to sign a blank check that will have little or no positive results 
in eradicating this epidemic. 

I strongly urge the resounding defeat of this draconian initiative on 
the November ballot.

Re: Imprisonment of Gays in America 

Greetings: 

Last week, our fascist U.S. Supreme Court—in a 
clearly erroneous and politically motivated in¬ 
terpretation of the U.S. Constitution—declared that 
adult homosexuals have no Constitutional right to 
engage in consensual sex, even in the privacy of their 
own homes. In effect, this gives states and the federal 
government the green light to go ahead and throw 
homosexuals into jail and prison because they en¬ 
gage in such conduct. In addition, any admission that 
one is homosexual or gay (in a place where homosex¬ 
ual acts have been made illegal) will undoubtedly be 
construed as an admission of criminal activity—re¬ 
gardless of the amount and type of that person’s sex¬ 
ual activity (if any). This perceived admission of 
criminal status will then be used as an excuse to 
discriminate against and penalize that person in all 
other areas of life. 

Given this set of circumstances, I would like to 
know what, if any, proposals have been adopted by 
Amnesty International to include within your activi¬ 
ties (focusing attention on political prisoners and 
others subjected to human rights abuses), homo¬ 
sexuals who will now be imprisoned and otherwise 
subjected to a broad range of human rights abuses 
by governments within the United States. 

Given your history of taking bold stands unpopular 
with standing governments, I have no doubt that you 
will not allow yourselves to be intimidated from tak¬ 
ing a stand here, even though the culprit is the U.S. 
itself. I am equally certain that you won’t allow your 
decision to be influenced by the fact that homo¬ 
sexuals are seen as acceptable political scapegoats 
throughout much of the rest of the world; it seems 
like this fact would only increase your resolve to 
shield homosexuals from this pervasive evil.

Attack On The J>Church 

★ On Wednesday, July 9, at approximately 7 p.m., 
I was exiting a J-Church car at 24th and Church 
Streets. A young Latin male with olive skin, dark hair, 
dark slacks and a blue sweatshirt called me a “fag¬ 
got.” At that time I replied, “That’s right, and I am 
proud of it. Do you have a problem with it?” I then 
took a few steps forward. The man suddenly attack¬ 
ed me from behind. I was hit violently to the head. 

I woke up 12 hours later in San Francisco General 
Hospital. I have been diagnosed with a basel skull 
fracture. I also have two fractures in my right arm 
along with a fractured cheek bone and multiple con¬ 
tusions to the head. And, I was treated for multiple 
lacerations to my ear because the attacker and his 
friends tried to cut my ear off—presumably to get 
my earring. 

I have no recollection of the actual acts of violence. 
I do not remember having been brought to the hospi¬ 
tal. An ambulance was called to transport me to 
General but no record can be found of the ambulance 
personnel calling the police. In fact, I had to call the 
police from my hospital bed on my second day of con- 
valescense. 

To date, I cannot locate witnesses. Obviously some¬ 
one called the ambulance and must have seen the 
attacker or talked to others in the general vicinity 
as I am compelled to prosecute my attacker to the 
best of my ability. In order to realize that, I have need 
to talk to witnesses. 

I have read about incidents of anti-gay violence 
before. However, since it happened in Noe Valley, in 
daylight, leaves me in shock. If any of your readers 
were on the J-Church between 7-8 p.m. on Wednes¬ 
day July 9, or if any of the readers assisted me or wit¬ 
nessed this crime, I would be appreciative of their 
coming forward and attesting to the facts concern¬ 
ing this attack.

We really don’t know 
yet what the new management is going to do or how 
they will relate to our community. Will the current 
staff be kept? What will happen to the stock invest¬ 
ments many made for Atlas’s start up? 

To continue to serve our community, Empire will 
have to directly address these problems: jobs, stock, 
community programs and services. Unless this hap¬ 
pens in a positive manner in a relatively short time, 
say three months, there is absolutely no reason to con¬ 
tinue banking with Atlas’s successor. 

If each of us makes this view known to Empire we 
may salvage something out of our community’s loss.

Dear Mr. Res: 

I acknowledge your recent letter advising that you 
have cancelled your subscription to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner because your neighbor takes it from 
your front door too frequently to make it available 
to you; and that you have cancelled your subscrip¬ 
tion to the San Mateo Times because you disagree 
with our editorial on the Supreme Court sodomy de¬ 
cision. 

I, too, subscribe to newspapers which carry 
editorials which I don’t like but I believe that under 
the First Amendment of the United States Con¬ 
stitution free speech is the guiding principle and that 
it is beneficial for all of us to have the benefit of dif¬ 
fering views, even though we may not like them. 

The homosexual editorial which you adversely cri¬ 
ticized was written by our editorial writer pursuant 
to my direction. I am therefore responding to your 
criticism as follows: 

Your assumption that what goes on in the bedroom 
is not subject to legal restrictions of any kind is 
seriously erroneous. For example, if I murdered my 
wife in my bedroom I could be executed for commit¬ 
ting murder, even though it happened in my bed¬ 
room. There are other examples I could give you but 
the foregoing should suffice to indicate that your con¬ 
clusion that what goes on in the bedroom is not sub¬ 
ject to any legal restriction is in serious error. 

In addition to being Editor and Publisher of this 
newspaper, I am a lawyer admitted to the State Bar 
of California and to the United States Supreme 
Court. I hold the degree of Doctor of Jurisprudence 
from Harvard Law School. I therefore submit that I 
have some basis for expressing a legal opinion in sup¬ 
port of our editorial and in opposition to the conclu¬ 
sions and reasoning of your letter. 

I have always been led to believe that our sexual 
organs were given to us for the purpose of procreating 
the race and not for the purpose of sheer pleasure. 
It is true that pleasure does enter into the sexual act 
in that it includes people to engage in sexual activi¬ 
ty, but that is not the primary purpose of our hav¬ 
ing been given our sexual organs. 


Beyond this, there is a widespread belief at the 
present time in medical circles that the dread disease 
of AIDS is being spread by homosexuals and there 
is a sound basis, on medical grounds if not on any 
other grounds, to ban the practice of sodomy by mak¬ 
ing it unlawful whenever committed. Those who en¬ 
gage in the act of sodomy are commonly known as 
perverts. When I was growing up, perverts were con¬ 
sidered fair game for anyone to beat up, they were 
so detested. 

Chief Justice Warren Burger is therefore absolute¬ 
ly correct when he holds that the act of sodony is not 
protected as a fundamental right under the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States. 

I do not claim to be a moral theologian nor was 
the opinion of either Chief Justice Burger of Justice 
White based primarily on religious grounds. How¬ 
ever, I do hold myself out to be a lawyer and to have 
a through understanding of the Constitution of the 
United States, and I applaud the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court and the opinion of Jus¬ 
tice Byron White in holding that states may lawfully 
ban the practice of sodomy without violating the U.S. 
Constitution. 

I am sorry that you disagree with our views and 
that you believe that the best way to express your dis¬ 
sent is to cancel your subscription. That is not what 
I would have done and I don’t think that your should 
do it either. 

Thank you very much for your views with which 
I am in complete disagreement.

More Discrimination?

Dear Mr. del Solar: 

I have learned that KALW broadcasts a program 
called MonitoRadio. You should know that the pro¬ 
ducers of MonitoRadio fired a lesbian reporter 
recently and acknowledged that the sole reason for 
dismissal was her homosexuality. They continue to 
enforce and defend this policy. 

The fact that MonitoRadio regularly does features 
on such topics as discrimination, community 
cooperation and social pluralism makes their policy 
all the more pernicious. Because they present 
themselves as a progressive and socially sensitive 
voice, their policy implies that even reasonable peo¬ 
ple need not trouble themselves with considerations 
of fairness where gay people are concerned. Indeed, 
they promulgate the violent position — by example 
— that gays should be denied a livelihood, i.e., “Let 
them starve.” 


For a station of the San Francisco Unified School 
District to tolerate such a position strikes me as par¬ 
ticularly irresponsible. The District is charged with 
the education and at least part of the socialization 
of our young people. By broadcasting MonitoRadio 
you send an implicit message to gay students that 
they are second-class citizens and that the district 
condones such actions against their well-being. I can¬ 
not believe that you would tolerate such bias if it in¬ 
volved any of our ethnic minorities. 

I urge you to drop this program from KALW’s pro¬ 
gramming, and to do so in a manner that leaves no 
doubt that you abhor the bigoted policies of 
MonitoRadio as much as we in the gay community 
do. Furthermore, I plan to bring this problem to the 
attention of all concerned public officials. I hope you 
are one of them.

O ne of the most controver¬ 
sial initiatives on the state 
November ballot is the 
Gann Initiative (Prop. 61), spon¬ 
sored by right wing tax crusader 
Paul Gann. The so-called “Fair 
Play Initiative” would cut the sal¬ 
aries of high-level public employ¬ 
ees drastically, setting the salary 
for governor at $80,000 annual¬ 
ly and restricting other state and 
local officials to 80 percent of the 
governor’s salary. 

The measure would also pro¬ 
hibit employees from accumu¬ 
lating vacation and sick leave 
from year to year. Opponents . 
across the state have lined up 
against the Gann proposal, with 
state and city employees by the 
thousands expected to quit 
public service immediately if the 
plan is approved by voters. 

In San Francisco alone, May¬ 
or Dianne Feinstein estimates 
that the plan would affect thou¬ 
sands of workers, placing the 
maximum salary for some 
department heads at only 
$51,000, far less than these peo¬ 
ple could earn in private busi¬ 
ness. Fire and police salaries 
would suffer and retirement rates 
would go sky high immediately 
after the November election. 
Thousands of city employees 
have accrued vacation and sick 
leav.e coming to them that they 
have saved in case of medical or 
other emergencies. Rather than 
lose it, most would immediately 
take it, giving rise to the 
possibility that some 15,000 city 
workers (or roughly 69 percent of 
the city’s work force) would take 
off from Nov. 5 until the end of 
the year. 

The mayor says that passage of 
the Gann Initiative would be 
disastrous to San Francisco and 
other municipalities as the ex¬ 
odus of high-level qualified 
workers to similar jobs in private 
industry would cripple city 
government and bring services to 
a dangerous slowdown. Even re¬ 
placing those who leave for bet¬ 
ter paying jobs can hurt the city 
since, given the low salary levels 
mandated by the Gann Initiative, 
recruiting qualified workers 
would become nearly impossible. 

On the surface of course, 
Gann’s proposal sounds like an¬ 
other of his plans to help the tax¬ 
payer. Not so. At best, the Gann 
Initiative is a scam designed to 
appeal to voters’ urge to penalize 
those on the public payroll. But 
in fact, the Gan plan would even¬ 
tually end up in the courts and is 
probably unconstitutional. The 
Gann scheme clearly violates 
public emplyees’ rights of con¬ 
tract and due process and im¬ 
properly overrides state and local 
authority over public pay scales. 

Even those favoring parts of 
the Gann Initiative are saying 
privately that it is badly con¬ 
structed, its legality is highly 
questionable. Most are saying 
that it deserves to be soundly 
defeated. Prop. 61, the Gann In¬ 
itiative, known also as the “Fair 
Play Initiative,” is anything but 
fair to the thousands of dedicated 
public workers that it seeks to 
penalize. 

S enate nominee Ed Zschau 
will appear at a No on 64 
(Stop LaRouche) fundraiser 
at the Yank Sing Restaurant that 
is co-sponsored with the Con¬ 
cerned Republicans for Individ¬ 
ual Rights (CRIR) on Aug. 1. The 
joint GOP affair is the first ma¬

Incidentally, a fundraiser held 
in L.A. over the weekend at the 
home of Gil Garfield attended by 
more than 100 well-heeled guests 
raised an astounding $550,000 to 
fight the LaRouche scheme. 

Jeff Brown, vacationing in 
Canada with his family, sends us 
an editorial from that country’s 
largest daily, The Toronto Globe 
and Mail , that advocates the hir¬ 
ing of gay and lesbian police of¬ 
ficers there. A recent Gallup poll 
indicates that 71.4 percent of all 
Canadians in the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces favor making discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual 
preference illegal. 

Pres. Ronald Reagan nomi¬ 
nated former GOP Assembly 
leader and Lt. Gov. candidate 
Carol Hallett to be the next U.S. 
Ambassador to the Bahamas and 
confirmation is assured. 

Gay activists in the nation’s 
capitol were encouraged last 
week by the refusal of a House 
committee to interfere with the 
District of Columbia’s plan to 
bar insurance firms from discri¬ 
minating against AIDS people. 
The law will now take effect Aug. 
7. 

In Concord, NH, state child 
care officials have proposed fos¬ 
ter care rules with no explicit ban 
on gay foster parents despite an 
effort by homophobic State Rep. 
Mildred Ingram, who had sought 
anti-gay rules. 

In Chicago, where the City 
Council is considering a gay 
rights ordinance, the Catholic 
archdiocese is, of course, oppos¬ 
ing it on technical grounds, 
though Archbishop Joseph Ber- 
nardin says “homosexuals are en¬ 
titled to equal treatment under 
the law.” 

Caroline Kennedy’s wedding 
this week underscores the realiza¬ 
tion that John Kennedy would be 
69 years old if he were alive today. 

A task force of the California 
Democratic party is expected to 
recommend that the state’s pri¬ 
mary election date in 1988 be 
moved forward from the June 
date to March 8 when the party’s 
executive committee meets this 
weekend in Anaheim. 

Political observers, including 
a number of Democrats, private¬ 
ly will tell you that Gov. George 
Deukmejian seized the divesti¬ 
ture issue and made it his own 
when he persuaded the UC 
Board of Regents to gradually di¬ 
vest $3.1 billion in investments 
linked to South Africa. -

I too must learn to be 
content with a more or less im¬ 
perfect approximation to the ide¬ 
al. I mean, Hell, if Scarlett 
O’Hara can do it (and she did— 
she lost that waist birthin’ babies, 
but she got over it), then so can 
I. • 


S andy Day and the Su- 
premes are hardly a hit.

Among the most bitter critics 
of this ruling are several mem¬ 
bers of the Supreme Court. Said 
Justice Harry Blackmun, “The 
most comprehensive of rights 
and the right most valued by 
civilized men is the right to be let 
alone.” 

T he court, in its zeal to ex¬ 
press its disgust for gay 
people, has committed a 
fundamentally un-American act. 
The seriousness of this has not 
been lost on many Americans. 
They must now be wondering if 
it was worth it. 

It is one thing to attack gay 
people. It is quite another to at¬ 
tack the Constitution—to attack, 
indeed, the guiding principles 
upon which this nation was 
founded.

But that is just what it will take 
for this society to continue to op¬ 
press us. America is now con¬ 
fronted with a sticky problem. It 
will have to knock over Tom Jef¬ 
ferson’s gravestone in order to 
get at us. Will they go that far? 
The Supreme Court just did, and 
in so doing, has disturbed a great 
many folks. 

Thus, in a demonstrable sense, 
this ruling is a victory for the 
liberation of gay peole. This is 
true on many levels. 

W e begin from the premise 
that straight homopho¬ 
bia is a straight problem, 
not a gay one. We have no duty to 
educate them about us. Even if 
we did, it would not work. It 
would not work because it has not 
worked. 

But get this: Now the straight 
people are arguing, among them¬ 
selves, about how they ought to 
treat us—the Supreme Court, no 
less. This is progress. This is an 
essential step which must take

place, within straight institu¬ 
tions, before they finally grow 
tired, and leave us alone. 

So too has the New Right dis¬ 
credited itself. Its credo, the 
rights of the individual, has been 
revealed as cynical and empty. In¬ 
dividuals who disagree with the 
New Right have no rights in the 
New Right. 

That’s not Americanism. 
That’s tyranny. 


This bad ruling has taken all 
the bad things the law can say 
about us and put it together in 
one place, for all to see. On the 
whole, the Nation is not im¬ 
pressed. 

Like a lightning rod, this rul¬ 
ing serves the useful purpose of 
drawing pent-up power upon it¬ 
self, so as to spare the rest of us 
from harm. The result is that the 
heavens are clearer today than 


they were before. A certain 
amount of sparking and thunder¬ 
ing will take place before the sky 
will be calm; but calm it will be, 
in time. 

Then why do we feel so awful? 
Good question. Let’s think about 
it for a week and meet here next 
Thursday. •

Anti-Gay Initiative Fails To Get Enough Names 


by Roger L. Winters 

SEATTLE—The Supreme Court of Washington State finished 
what the voters started by rejecting a last-minute effort to keep 
anti-gay Initiative 490 alive. The measure sought to repeal all gay 
rights protections in Washington and to bar gays and lesbians from 
a wide range of jobs. 

Backers of 1-490 had asked the high court to grant a 34-day ex¬ 
tension for signature collection, to make up for time they allege 
they were delayed during a legal challenge to the measure’s of¬ 
ficial ballot title. The court refused the request, filed after the pro¬ 
ponents of 490 conceded they could gather only two-thirds of the 
151,000 signatures required to qualify a state initiative. 

The day before the court ruling, the No on 490 Committee held 
simultaneous press conferences in Spokane and Seattle to claim 
victory. In Seattle, Russ Brubaker, co-chair of the committee, called 
the 490 backers’ charges of “delaying tactics” and “harassment” 
an effort “to draw attention away from what really happened ... 
the almost colossal failure to get anywhere near the number of 
signatures required to qualify 490 for the November ballot.” 

Brubaker added that: “The proponents of Initiative 490 have 
been sent a message by the voters; that message is: ‘Not here! Not 
in this place! Not in Washington State, you don’t!”’ He pointed 
to a “flood of opposition” which arose in response to 490, in¬ 
cluding public officials, religious leaders, rank and file clergy from 
all over the state, and a strong network of lesbians and gay men 
from every congressional district. 

Brubaker was joined by two state representatives and a promi¬ 
nent religious leader in hailing the failure of 1-490. Rep. Katie Allen 
of Edmonds said it is “extraordinarily disturbing that there are 


forces out there so intent on legislating their morality that they 
fail to see the threat to freedom for the people of our county.” 

The Rev. William B. Cate, prersident-director of the Church 
Council of Greater Seattle, read a council statement saying, “The 
people who have been promoting Initiative 490 have been 
operating on gross ignorance about the issue of sexual orienta¬ 
tion ... exploiting the homophobic fears of the citizens.” He 
saluted “the good sense of the people” in refusing to sign 1-490 
petitions.

Responding to the charges of unfair campaign practices leveled 
by 490’s proponents against the Seattle Gay News and the No on 
490 Committee, Michael Brady, the committee’s legal counsel, 
pointed out, “The Committee never condoned any unfair, decep¬ 
tive, or dishonest practices.” Brady filed a motion with the Su¬ 
preme Court successfully seeking dismissal of the signature¬ 
gathering extension. • 


argument that could have hope¬ 
fully outlawed Texas’ anti¬ 
sodomy law. The only pro-gay 
Justice was Thurgood Marshall, 
an appointee of the late Demo¬ 
cratic president, Lyndon 
Johnson. 

The story behind the Texas 
case is seven years old. Donald 
Baker of Dallas sought to have 
the anti-sodomy statute, 21.06, 
ruled unconstitutional. Baker 
said that the law invaded his 
privacy. The law makes sodomy a 
misdemeanor punishable with a 
fine of up to $200. 

With its ruling, the Court said 
that law enforcement officers can 
peep into Baker’s bedroom all 
they want. Dallasites were steam¬ 
ing over the decision, but also 
planning for the future. 

Dale Beverly, a board member 
of the Houston Gay Political 
Caucus, said he has been asked, 
“What are you going to do 
now?” He said he told others that 
“we have been working hard 
since this began. Now it’s time 
for everyone to get involved by 
supporting our lobbying efforts, 
registering voters, and voting.” 

The fight against 21.06 was 
costly in two ways. Not only did 
the Court show what it thinks of 
“Equal Justice Under Law,” but 
legal expenses pushed to

Goes Down to Defeat 

NEW YORK— Thanks, we 
needed this. It was a victory, a 
small victory, but a victory just 
the same. 

With Supreme Court decisions 
coming down all around us, the 
City of New York claimed a vic¬ 
tory for gay people in the form of 
a cancellation. City Councilman 
Noach Dear, one of the anti-gay 
leaders against Local Law 2, the 
gay rights bill, announced that 
his conservative coalition had 
cancelled plans to attempt to 
place a referendum on the 
November ballot to repeal Local 
Law 2. 

Dear said that because of the 
Supreme Court’s ruling in the 
Georgia sodomy case, many 
voters were confused and felt that 
repealing Local Law 2 was not 
necessary. However, other 
sources reveal that Dear was us¬ 
ing this excuse as a smokescreen. 
One source said Dear didn’t have 
the 30,000 valid signatures 
necessary to begin the process. 
Dear said he would try to get his 
ideas on a ballot in 1987. 

Political observers said that 
Dear’s plans fell apart because 
gay rights leaders wre far better 
organized. They pointed to the 
sharp organization of Paul 
Koenigsberg’s gay and lesbian 
political action committee, FAIR- 
PAC. Koenigsberg said his 
organization was reday to chal¬ 
lenge Dear’s signatures “line by 
line” if they had been filed. 

So again, New York, thanks, we 
needed that. It was a ray of light 
in a pretty dark tunnel.

director of Council 31, represen¬ 
ting over 60,000 public employ¬ 
ees in Ilinois. 

“It is a significant sign of the 
widespread support for gay and 
lesbian rights that the Council 31 
executive board and Steve Culen, 
an international vice-president, 
joined me in submitting these 
resolutions,” Friedman said. 

Resolution 141 makes it the 
policy of the union that language 
banning discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation be in¬ 
cluded in AFSCME negotiated 
contracts. Such language is 
already included in contracts 
covering city of Chicago and 
state of Illinois employees. The 
effect of such language is to elim¬ 
inate disciplinary action, in¬ 
cluding dismissal based on sex¬ 
ual orientation. 

An amendment to 141 offered 
by Brint Butchart, a gay delegate 
from Arizona, urged the union to 
include such anti-discrimination 
language in contracts with the 
union’s own employees. 

In resolution 140, AFSCME 
once again endorsed “the enact¬ 
ment of legislation at every level 
of government to guarantee the 
rights of gay and lesbian citizens 
and called upon AFSCME mem¬ 
bership and staff to support the 
passage of such legislation.” The 
passage of 140 puts the passage 
of gay rights legislation on the 
union’s political agenda. 

In a combined resolution on 
affirmative action submitted by 
the convention’s Human Rights 
Committee, the delegates re¬ 
solved “that AFSCME councils 
and locals will vigorously pursue 
affirmative action at the bargain¬ 
ing table to ensure that public 
employers maintain personnel 
systems that do not discriminate 
against anyone by virtue of their 
sexual orientation.” '

In 1982, she ran an im¬ 
pressive race for San Francisco 
Community College Board, com¬ 
ing in just behind the three in¬ 
cumbents who were elected. •

Benson said no information 
could be released about the exact 
amount of money stolen, other 
than to say it amounted to less 
than $250. No information was 
available as to the value of the 
lost jewelry. 

The ice cream robberies hap¬ 
pened at different times of the 
day. A robber entered Copen¬ 
hagen Ice Cream Store just 
before 12 Noon on July 6. The 
Latest Scoop was robbed on July 
7 just before 10 p.m. 

The robberies have occurred 
despite the fact that the Castro is 
not underpatrolled by police. 
Mission Station Capt. Michael 
Lennon said the Castro is one of 
the most heavily-patrolled areas 


in the city. He said an excellent 
working relationship between po¬ 
lice and merchants, as well as 
energetic work by Community 
United Against Violence have 
contributed to a seemingly safe 
atmosphere in the Castro. 

But despite this atmosphere, 
the robberies have still occurred. 
“Crime always seems to be up in 
the summer,” said Benson, “but 
I have not noticed an increase in 
the Castro.” 

“People believe ‘it’s not going 
to happen to me.”’ said Sgt. Paul 
Seidler, the police liaison to the 
gay community; “No matter 
where we are, we need to be 
aware.” Seidler added that one 
store owner said a robbery hap¬ 
pened because an employee was 
inadequately trained to deal with 
the situation. •

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S.F. Diocese Steps 
Up AIDS Ministry 

Archbishop Quinn Repudiates Those 
Who Claim Disease is Wrath of God 

Catholic Social Service of the Archdiocese of San Francisco 
has obtained new funding and hired new staff to begin meet¬ 
ing needs it has identified in the AIDS/ARC epidemic. In re¬ 
sponse to a needs assessment conducted last winter by Dale 
Meyer, CSS has instituted a formal AIDS/ARC program coor¬ 
dinated by Meyer, and assisted by Rick Cotton as coordinator 
of direct services. 

The program is designed to augment existing services and 
to fill such unmet needs as housing for families coming to San 
Francisco, pastoral education, emergency health and welfare 
funds, and other needs uncovered by the assessment.

The AIDS/ARC Program re¬ 
ceived $100,000 in January from 
the St. Joseph Hospital Founda¬ 
tion (the Sacred Heart Sisters of 
Mokena, ILL.) for an emergency 
health fund. In April and May, 
the program received undis¬ 
closed financial donations from 
Archbishop John R. Quinn and 
an anonymous donor, and 
$15,000 from the Van Loeben 
Sels Foundation. 

Among other services, this 
funding permitted the recent hir¬ 
ing of Cotton as coordinator of 
direct services. This summer, 
Cotton is directing a staff of three 
volunteer seminarians who are 
visiting parishes in response to 
Archbishop John R. Quinn’s call 
for AIDS/ARC education at the 
parish level. 

In addition to this drive for 
education in the archdiocese, 
Rev. Michael Lopes, OP, chaplain 
in archdiocesan AIDS ministry, 
is planning an ecumenical con¬ 
ference on pastoral care for per¬ 
sons with AIDS, ARC, and their 
families in October at St. Mary’s 
Cathedral. 

The AIDS/ARC Program is 
also negotiating to develop 
several supplemental support 
programs for person with 
AIDS/ARC. $4,500 has been se¬ 
cured to assist with Ruth Brin- 
ker’s Open Hand service pro¬ 
viding in-home meals to persons 
with AIDS. Other unmet needs, 
including dental services for per¬ 
sons with AIDS, free or low-cost 
phychological counseling, and 
professional assistance with the 
health component of the archdio¬ 
cesan educational program, are 
being negotiated. 

PASTORAL SUPPORT 

In his strongest statements to 
date on AIDS, Archbishop John 
R. Quinn denounced fundamen¬ 
talist charges that the AIDS/ARC 
epidemic is God’s punishment 
on homosexual activity. He call¬ 
ed for more ministers to help per¬ 
sons with AIDS “come to an in¬ 
ternalized and profound under¬ 
standing of the changeless love of 
God for them.” 

Writing for the June 21 issue 
of America magazine, the arch¬ 
bishop narrated personal, pas¬ 
toral encounters with persons 
with AIDS to illustrate their fre¬ 
quent sense of isolation from 
their families, from society and 
from the Church. 

Such persons, he said are “ea¬ 
ger for pastoral and spiritual sup¬ 
port.” He enjoins the church’s 
ministers to offer support in the 
spirit of the Church’s Rite of 
Anointing and Care of the Sick 
which teaches that sickness, 
“while it is closely related to 
man’s sinful condition, cannot be 
considered a punishment for per¬ 
sonal sin.” 

Catholics should see persons 
with AIDS as “brothers and sis¬ 
ters” who are suffering and in 
need of Christian compassion, 
said the archbishop. 


The archbishop then stated 
unequivocally that AIDS is not 
just a gay disease, it is a human 
disease. 

Archbishop Quinn further 
pointed out the sense of devasta¬ 
tion that some parents feel when 
they learn their child has AIDS, 
in many cases discovering for the 
first time that their child is gay. 
Consequently, ahe archbishop 
stated, the church in its ministry 
“must consider the dimension of 
parents and families.” 


The archbishop announced 
that he is making into an annual 
event the Forty Hours Devotion 
held for the first time last year. In 
this public prayer, held at Most 
Holy Redeemer parish in the 
Castro district, the archbishop 
said that “the Lord, hidden 
under the sacramental signs, re¬ 
veals himself as the healer who in 
manifold and mysterious ways 
takes hold of the situation and 
‘makes all things new.’ ” 

The devotion will be held at 


Most Holy Redeemer Aug. 1, 2, 
and 3. 

The Justice and Peace Com¬ 
mission of the Archdiocese of 
San Francisco, directed by 
George Wesolek, also issued a 
statement on AIDS/ARC calling 
for a caring response to the epi¬ 
demic and to guard against injus¬ 
tice and discrimination. 

The Commission warned 
against injustice and dis¬ 
crimination meted out to persons 


with AIDS/ARC in several areas: 
housing and jobs, Social Securi¬ 
ty and other insurance benefits, 
federal funding for research, 
school attendance, religious and 
social attitudes, privacy rights 
following positive tests to HTLV- 
III antibodies. 

Finally, the commission cited 
pending legislation which 
threatens individual rights, such 
as proposals for mandatory test¬ 
ing, quarantining, and other ac¬ 
tions. •

Continues in San Francisco 

New funding will extend the anonymous AIDS 
antibody testing program offered by the 
San Francisco Department of Public Health. 


Without revealing your name or 
identity, you can make an 
appointment to learn more about 
the test by telephoning 621 -4858, 
T-Th, 3-9 p.m.: F, 12-5 p.m.; Sat 
8 a m.-5 p.m. MAKING AN 
APPOINTMENT DOES NOT COMMIT 
YOU TO TAKING THE TEST. After 
hearing a brief presentation at the 
test site you will have a chance to 
ask questions. You may then leave 
or stay to take the test. 


The AIDS antibody test detects 
the presence of antibodies to the 
AIDS virus by using a simple blood 
test. This is not a test for AIDS. 
The test does NOT show if you have 
AIDS or an AIDS Related Condition 
(ARC). nor can it tell if you will 
develop AIDS or ARC in the future. 
THE TEST DOES SHOW IF YOU 
HAVE BEEN INFECTED WITH THE 
VIRUS WHICH CAN CAUSE AIDS. 


Although the test is available at 
other locations, your anonymity is 
guaranteed if you take the test at 
an Alternative Test Site. You will 
receive your test results at the San 
Francisco Alternative Test Sites 
without revealing your identity or 
losing your privacy. Post-test 
consulting and referrals are 
available. 


Your decision whether or not to 
take the test is a difficult one. The 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation is 
not recommending that you either 
take or not take the test. YOU MUST 
DECIDE FOR YOURSELF. We want 
to provide you with information that 
will help you make the decision that 
is right for you.

“I have been a musician most 
of my life and after I came out I 
found ways to become active with 
music again and was one of the 
organizers of the original gay 
orchestra, which is now defunct.” 
He was also a member of Varsity 
Drag, predecessor to the band 
City Swing. Graham is very en¬ 
thusiastic about his music. In fact, 
he met his current lover through 
his musical work with Varsity 
Drag. 



As fast paced as Graham’s life 
might seem, working on two 
mayoral committees, having a 
son, a busy social life and being 
a musician is what makes Graham 
happy. 


“I find the greatest personal 
satisfaction and happiness in hav¬ 
ing a balance of all aspects in my 
life that I’m actively pursuing. I 
can get more done at work on the 
administrative things if I’m also 
involved after hours and have a 
chance to make a political impact 
through community development. 
I get more done with the other 
parts of my life if I can work with 
my music. I get more done in the 
city if I can get away to the moun¬ 
tains. If I spend time with my kid, 
I enjoy my time with my gay 
friends more.” Graham agrees 
varied activities are what he 
thrives on. •

Steve Graham is executive director of Services For Seniors, 
serves on two mayoral committees, is a musician, and gay 
father. He is not an ordinary professional by any means. 
Graham is one man, who like many gays, has reworked the 
“American Dream” to fit his unique life-style. 

While many of our lives consist only of a full-time job and 
a social life in the evenings and on weekends, Graham is one 
of the lucky people who operate best at a fast pace. He is the 
chairman of the housing committee on the Mayor’s Council 
for Community Development, and also serves on the Mayor’s 
Council on Food and Hunger. 


How does someone work a full¬ 
time job and serve on two mayoral 
councils in addition to having a 
social life? “I’m probably like 
many people: overextended. I 
think sometimes you either go 
crazy or you weed your garden. 
But I enjoy life too. We have a 
cabin in the mountains up in 
Amador County that we built. I 
get up there on weekends a lot. 
Sometimes I party with friends or 
spend time alone sitting on the 
banks of the river resting and 
thinking. I have time there to get 
myself together so I can get back 
to San Francisco and get mad at 
the heavy traffic.” 

Graham has lived in the Bay 
Area since 1962, when he moved 
here from Arizona after high 
school to attend UC Berkeley. 
There he received a degree in 
social welfare, and has been work¬ 
ing in that field for about 20 years. 

After college, he began working 
with mentally disturbed children 
at Napa State Hospital. During 
that period he became discour¬ 
aged by state mental health fund¬ 
ing cuts and actively worked to 


restore monies, 1 went in over my 
head at first in the statewide effort 
to restore those cuts. I began to 
feel what it was like to have the 
Reagan folk upset about me and 
my wanderings. They complained 
to the hospital administrators. I 
was supported all the way because 
I was doing it above board,” said 
Graham. 

After that experience Graham 
shifted jobs to become the ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Antipover¬ 
ty Agency in Napa County. The 
following years afforded him a 
wife and a child. However, there 
was a slight altercation in the 
early 1970s when Graham real¬ 
ized he was gay after falling in 
love with a male coworker. 

The adjustment wasn’t easy for 
him. It wasn’t until the late 70’s 
that he became comfortable with 
his new life-style through the “in¬ 
credible help” he received from 
the Bay Area Gay Fathers Organi¬ 
zation, which he is still a member 
of, and the counseling he got at 
the Pacific Center for Human 
Growth in Berkeley. 


In the early 80’s, Graham also 
became interested in local govern¬ 
ment. “In 1981, I became in¬ 
volved in local politics to sort of 
poke around. I have always had a 
positive interest in Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein and became involved at 
the precinct levels in the recalls 
and the two elections. I got a taste 
of party politics through that,” 
said Graham. 

Because of Graham’s strong 
background with housing issues 
including work he does on senior 
housing issues in San Francisco, 
he was appointed chairman of the 
housing committee of the Mayor’s 
Council on Community Develop¬ 
ment. 

The housing committee head¬ 
ed by Graham makes recommen¬ 
dations to the mayor about things 
such as the development of new 
affordable housing and rehabilita¬ 
tion of existing housing. “We 
have just received the proposals 
for review for the 1987 calendar 
year and there are literally hun¬ 
dreds of them. Our committee is 
made up of only about 10 or 12 
people and we must make deci¬ 
sions about all of these proposals. 
Then we must make our recom¬ 
mendations to the mayor on these 
proposals, that will equal the 
amount of money granted to the 
city.” The mayor makes her 
recommendations' to the super¬ 
visors who vote on how grant 
money will ultimately be spent for 
community development. 

The Mayor’s Council on Food 
and Hunger is a new council. 
“That’s a rising star on the scene 
because of things like Hands 
Across America and all the other 
things being done to end domes¬ 
tic hunger. We are an exciting 
group of people representing all 
different parts of the city’s 
population and neighborhoods,” 
said Graham. 



Do the Right Thing 
The Right Way

If it comes to a pitched battle against Lyndon LaRouche, 
like it was in 1978 against the anti-gay Briggs Initiative, Jerry 
Berg will man the barricades and draw the fire. 

One of the most “involved” attorneys in town, Berg heads 
his own law firm from a modern art-strewn office that 
overlooks Union Square. He looks like a rock-ribbed conserv¬ 
ative and one almost expects him to talk about a place in 
history for Ronald Reagan, but Berg is a participant in the 
storm of gay politics. Friends of the Oxford-bred, former 
Navy officer say he inspires the very best in everyone. 


Berg’s latest activity is his in¬ 
volvement in a current state-wide 
telephone survey conducted by 
Public Response Associates to 
learn what a cross-section of 
respondents say they know about 
AIDS. This survey will also tell 
which leaders they will listen to 
in an ad campaign to defeat the 
LaRouche Initiative. 

Berg is also one of the most im¬ 
portant city commissioners. He 
has served as one of the five 
members of the San Francisco 
Board of Permit Appeals since 
1983. He is now in his second 
year as its president. 

The Board of Permit Appeals 
is one of the most powerful 
deliberative bodies in the city, as 
some real estate developers have 
discovered to their chagrin. The 
board is a buffer zone for the 
public that may be dissatisfied 
with any administrative decision 
made by a city agency. It is the 
final appelate body of review, the 
court of last resort for the little 
man. 

Berg and his colleagues pried 
$900,000 loose from the Califor¬ 
nia Center developers and 
$100,000 was lavished on 
downtown libraries; $300,000 for 
affordable housing and $500,000 
for Chinatown open space. 


“It’s an opportunity to feel the 
pulse of the city and participate 
in important issues,” Berg said 
recently with the enthusiasm of 
a savvy Jack Armstrong. What 
does he like best about the 
board? “We can mitigate un¬ 
checked growth downtown. We 
can actually improve the quality 
of life.” 

Doug Engmann, vice-chair¬ 
man of the Pacific Stock Ex¬ 
change, also serves with Berg on 
the board. He says Berg was scru¬ 
pulously fair to everyone, especi¬ 
ally in the large number of non- 
controversial cases that no one 
ever hears about—like the man 
who wants to build an addition to 
his garage or remodel the pigeon 
coop on the roof. 

“Jerry runs a very efficient 
meeting. He’s firm but fair with 
the audience and he gives equal 
time to both sides,” Engmann 
said. He indicated that hearings 
may run from 5 p.m. to midnight 
and that the board adjuducates 
some 400 to 500 cases a year., 

“I’ve met one or two people as 
committed as Jerry, but I haven’t 
met anyone more committed,” 
said Bob McCarthy, a fellow at¬ 
torney on the board. “He does 
the right thing in the right way.

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Sparks Fly But 
Chief Puts Out Fire 

Osby Apologizes for Anti-Gay Remarks 
But Still Won't Hire 'Certain Types'

San Jose Fire Chief Robert Osby defended himself against 
charges of homophobia and anti-gay hiring practices in a live¬ 
ly and, at times, combative appearance at the July meeting 
of the San Jose-based professional organization High Tech 
Gays. 

A front page story in the May 3 San Jose Mercury News 
reported that Osby, the city’s first black fire chief, had told 
a group of 25 top officers “as long as I am fire chief, there will 
be no homosexuals on the fire department.” 

An unnamed batallion chief and certain types of blacks and 


quoted in the article added that 
Osby had elaborated by “lisping 
and saying in a very effeminate 
voice and with very effeminate 
gestures, ‘If some guy comes 
prancing into my office in a pink 
leisure suit saying, “I just love to 
truck men,” I’m not going to hire 
him’” 

In the ensuing controversy, 
Osby confirmed the report and 
issued a qualified apology, sug¬ 
gesting that his opponents in the 
San Jose Fire Department had 
deliberately quoted his remarks 
out of context. He continued to 
maintain this stance before the 
approximately 150 members of 
High Tech Gays (HTG) on July 13 
and the Campbell Community 
Center. 

“I do feel very badly about 
having made the remarks, par¬ 
ticularly in that the effect was 
hurtful—not only to the gay com¬ 
munity, but to myself,” Osby said. 

“I always thought that my 
strong suit was my sensitivity to¬ 
ward other human beings. So, to 
the extent that I apologize, I 
apologize to the gay community 
and I also apologize to myself. 
That’s as humble as I’m going to 
get.” 

At the same time, Osby said: 
“One of the tragic and ironic 
things about this is that I was ad¬ 
dressing an issue that should 
have been addressed. And it 
came out [sounding] negative. 

“Everyone in that meeting 
[where the controversial remarks 
were made] knows that the head¬ 
line and contents of that 
[Mercury-News] article were 
bullshit,” he continued. 

Osby said that he was not 
aware of any openly gay fire¬ 
fighters in San Jose’s 700-mem¬ 
ber department, but that he 
would be willing to hire such in¬ 
dividuals. San Jose city policy 
currently forbids anti-gay discri¬ 
mination in municipal hiring. 

According to Osby, he looks for 
applicants with a personality that 
is “team-oriented, professional, 
directed at doing the job, and 
that is not going to be disruptive 
by the character of the person. If 
the fact that a person is black or 
a person is gay causes a disrup¬ 
tion, that’s another issue alto¬ 
gether.” 

In an apparent reference to the 
reported remarks about effemi¬ 
nate homosexuals, Osby added 
he was “still going to have guts 
enough to enforce my policy that 
there are certain types of gays 


certain types of Hispanics, etc., 
that I will not hire. And that’s 
what gets me into trouble with all 
the groups, not just gays.” 

A feisty exchange with mem¬ 
bers of the audience followed 
Osby’s explanation that appli¬ 
cants who bring up “irrelevant 
issues” like being gay might 
harm their employment chances. 

“Unless they come out to me 
[in a job interview], it isn’t an 
issue. Why is it necessary?” he 
asked. 

“If I felt that I could have got¬ 
ten hired quicker by not coming 
up there and being black, I may 
have considered it,” Osby said. 

“If I decided thast I wanted to 
walk on there with an Afro and 
whatever I wanted to do to make 
a ‘positive statement’ about my 
blackness, then I would have 
done it and been fully prepared 
to take the consequences. What 
I’m saying is [that] you’re going 
to have to do the same thing,” he 
said. 

Asked how fire departments 
might overcome homophobia in 
the ranks and help ease the entry 
of openly gay people into the pro¬ 
fession, Osby replied, “It’s going 
to take [a chief] who is apolitical 
and who really believes that it is 
morally and legally correct to 
have an organization that reflects 
the community.” 

Beyond that, Osby continued: 
“The [gay] people who come in 
under those conditions are going 
to have to pay their damn dues. 
They’re going to have to stick out 
their chests and fight.” 

Asked if the San Jose Fire 
Department was planning ses¬ 
sions to sensitize firefighters to 
gay concerns, a service that open¬ 
ly lesbian San Jose State Prof. 
Wiggsy Sivertsen has provided 
for the city’s police department, 
Osby said, “That’s between Wig¬ 
gsy and me—and probably so.” 

He added that the fire depart¬ 
ment has sponsored special train¬ 
ing recently about AIDS. “[It] 
had the effect, I think, of allevi¬ 
ating substantially the fear of 
contracting AIDS simply be¬ 
cause of giving aid to someone,” 
Osby said. •

A standing room only crowd of 
over 200 people jammed the first 
organizational meeting of the 
East Bay campaign against the 
LaRouche AIDS Initiative, held 
July 9 in Oakland.

Monetary contributions are 
urgently needed to cover startup 
costs.

That meeting will 
focus on proposals for a perma¬ 
nent campaign structure and a

Evidently, 
the new owner has had a change 
of mind and wishes to pursue 
clientele other than gay. 

I was extremely moved by the 
letter to the editor (to me) in last 
week’s issue, from Kitty, Ms. Bun¬ 
ny S.F. ’86. When I read, “Every 


day that I wake up and find some 
love and compassion in my heart 
for others—I am a star,” yours 
truly, a “tired-ass frustrated 
queen,” decided to answer Kit¬ 
ty’s request, “A public apology is 
in order for those in your com¬ 
munity in Alameda.” 

I took the tube to Alameda, 
but not having any community 
over there, I selected one at 
random—certainly not funda¬ 
mentalists!—and orated my 
amends. After making my pen¬ 
ance (no one paid any attention 
to “one raw hole in the crowd”), 
I returned to Oakland via the 
High Street Bridge knowing that 
yours truly, a “miserable little 
creature,” is certainly not any 
sort of “spokesperson for the gay 
community of Alameda.”

Jerry’s got all his ducks in a row. 
We are very comfortable with 
him.” 

McCarthy said they rarely had 
split votes between board mem¬ 
bers because Berg made an effort 
to incorporate divergent views in 
the decision-making process. 
The mix of perspectives on the 
board was remarkable, McCarthy 
added. Others include a black 
woman who is a veteran labor 
leader and a Chinese architect. 

An activist who has some bat¬ 
tle scars that still smart, notably 
from an anti-gay CBS-TV pro¬ 
gram in the late 1970s, Berg said 
he preferred to be described as a 
city commissioner who happens 
to be gay rather than as a gay city 
commissioner. 

A graduate of Stanford Law 
School in 1964, Berg said he 
wasn’t trying to avoid the gay la¬ 
bel per se. “When it’s relevant, 
it’s relevant,” he said. “It’s com¬ 


forting not to have any secrets. 
They all know I’m gay.” 

Berg said he applauded the 
fact that more gay men and les¬ 
bian women were involved as city 
commissioners than ever before, 
but he thought there should be 
more than 18 gays out of a total 
of 200 ciy commissioners. 

“A lot of gays are property 
owners, and a lot of disputes are 
homophobic; and it’s useful to 
have more openly gay policy 
makers,” he said. City commis¬ 
sioners are appointed by the 
mayor. 

Berg said gays were propor¬ 
tionately underrepresented 
because they simply decided not 
to participate and not seek office. 
“There’s a sense of complacen¬ 
cy. A lot of gays feel they have it 
made,” he said. 

“And it’s too bad there are 
only two gay-identified elected of¬ 
ficials in San Francisco,” he 
added. 

Berg said he thought homosex¬ 
uals must be “willing to tell the 
truth about their sexuality” in 
order to participate in the public 


sector. “Gays will be given more 
responsibility once they show 
their competence.” he also iden¬ 
tified the paradox whereby many 
gays flock to their own ghetto and 
after they begin to feel good 
about themselves they often leave 
to enter the mainstream. 

But Berg stressed unity for the 
major matter at hand for gays 
and lesbians—the Stop La¬ 
Rouche Campaign. He called for 
a halt to what he termed “the 
uninformed and fearful reaction 
to AIDS.” 

Berg said that integrity, hones¬ 
ty, and competence in and out of 
public service were his most im¬ 
portant principles and clearly he 
will bring them to this latest 
struggle. 

Luckily, he’s on our side. •

Panel moderator Diane Jones 
of the Women’s Building noted at 
the outset that “because having 
children brings us into a direct 
relationship with the govern¬ 
ment, today’s challenge to les¬ 
bian mothers cannot be seen 
apart from the political context 
defined by Reaganism. We must 
deal in a political climate in 
which public policy is guided by 
the New Right’s distorted myths 
of the family and the social pro¬ 
grams on which lesbian mothers 
depend have been hit hard—with 
the heaviest blows falling on 
women of color.’’ 

Against this framework, the 
four panelists looked at the evolu¬ 
tion of the lesbian mothering 
movement, current legal and 
health issues, the special situa¬ 
tion of lesbians of color, and how 
to deal with some basic hetero¬ 
sexist assumptions. 

Lesbian mothers’ issues have¬ 
n’t always been high on the move¬ 
ment’s agenda, recalled Pat Nor¬ 
man, coordinator of lesbian and 
gay health services for the city. 
The Lesbian Mothers’ Union, 
which Norman helped start, grew 
out of a caucus of 50 women 
formed in outrage over the lack 
of child care at the Daughters of 
Bilitis’ 1971 lesbian conference. 
Caucus concerns met with indif¬ 
ference or hostility from some of 
the separatist elements in attend¬ 
ance. So, the union took on the 
double task of education within 
and outside the lesbian com¬ 
munity. Three years later came 
the first limited legal victory in 
a lesbian custody case, but the 
Union still got incredulous reac¬ 
tions. 

Now there is broader support 
—though by no means universal 
awareness—of lesbian mothers’ 
issues. Today’s challenge, as Nor¬ 
man put it, is to take a wider view 
and more activist stance, to see 
that “we are a part of the uni¬ 
verse, of humankind’’ and be¬ 
come engaged, as visible les¬ 
bians, in the broader progressive 
movement. 

Introducing Donna Hitchens, 
Diane Jones commented that 
“much of the fight for the par¬ 
ticular rights of lesbian mothers 
has been on the legal battle¬ 
field.’’ Hitchens, founder of the 
Lesbian Rights Project, sees les¬ 
bians making some headway in 
gaining legal recognition for 
their family relationships. More 
women are winning custody, 
though at tremendous expense. 
She estimated that it costs 
around $10,000 to take a case all 
the way through the legal system. 

Two lesbian couples in San 
Francisco recently made the first 
official joint adoptions; the legal 
papers list them as “parent #1 
and parent #2.’’ For the most 
part, however, courts are still im¬ 
posing their white, male, upper- 
middle-class notion of families, 
as they did in last spring’s 
Sonoma County donor insemina¬ 
tion case. There the judge, “de¬ 
termined to give this child a fa¬ 
ther no matter what,’’ according 
to Hitchens, and awarded pater¬ 
nity rights to the known semen 
donor. 

Sholey McGaffie of the Black 
Women’s Health Project used 
her own history to illustrate some 
of the particularities of lesbian 
mothers of color. When McGaf¬ 
fie joined a lesbian mothers’ 
group in 1978, six of the eight 
members were being sued for 
custody by their ex-husbands. 
They supported each other 
through the trials and together 
wrestled with a long list of 
problems—isolation from a les- 
bian/gay community which still 


included few parents, lack of af¬ 
fordable housing, school systems 
hostile to them as lesbian 
mothers, and on and on. 

Racism, though, never made 
the list—and McGaffie, as the 
only woman of color in the group, 
left it to do other organizing 
work. 

In the years since, she has of¬ 
ten drawn her greatest support 
from other single mothers. “As 
the Health Project has worked to 
stop the isolation between black 
women,” she said, “we’ve found 
that black women, lesbian or 
straight, share some very similar 
problems—discrimination, 
needs for child care, for support 
on the job for being working 
mothers.” 

Cheri Pies, author of Con¬ 
sidering Parenthood: A Work¬ 
book for Lesbians, drew out a few 
of the stickiest questions for les¬ 
bian moms: Do children have the 
right to know who their biologi¬ 
cal father is? How do you deal 
with the absence of a father in 
their lives? Tremendous pressure 
from internalized—as well as 
external—homophobia. 

Lesbians creating families con¬ 
sciously redefine the unit, and 
“it takes hard work to break from 
the cultural imperative of the ‘fa¬ 
ther,’” she explained.

For lesbians considering con¬ 
ception by artifical insemination, 
AIDS has become a major con¬ 
cern. Pies, who also works with 
the Lesbian Insemination Pro¬ 
ject, advised women not to fall for 
the lie that all gay men are infec¬ 
tious. “If you want to do donor 
insemination with a man at risk, 
you can get a scientific assess¬ 
ment of whether it’s safe,” based 
on a combination of HTLV-3 an¬ 
tibody tests (done repeatedly and 
anonymously), physical examina¬ 
tion, medical history, and knowl¬ 
edge of his current sexual prac¬ 
tices. 

The discussion following the 
presentations elaborated and 
supplemented many of the pan¬ 
elists’ points. It jumped off with 
an update on the anti-LaRouche 
organizing, testimony to the fact 
that this work will have to figure 
in any discussion of lesbian and 
gay rights in the coming months. 

Participants considered 
whether being a mother lends a 
lesbian heterosexual privilege— 
most agreed it doesn’t—and how 
to give a child a sense of 
ethnic/cultural identity when the 
family is biracial or bicultural. 
Further discussion of the “ab¬ 
sent father” question led Sholey 
McGaffie to observe that the 
assumption that every kid has a 
dad is itself biased, given the 


number of single-mother families 
in the black community. 

In response to Pat Norman’s 
call to activism, some women 
spoke to the strain and drain of 
dealing with all the daily politics 
of being a lesbian mother. Others 
spoke to their frustrations with 
the persisting obstacles to their 
participation in the movement: 
its failures to provide consistent, 
high-quality child care and to 
recognize that for many working- 
class women and women of color, 
the economic struggles of single 
mothers for decent jobs, day care, 
etc, overshadowed purely lesbian 
issues. 

What this adds up to, Diane 
Jones noted in conclusion, is that 
if we are to meet the challenges 
of lesbian mothering in 1986, 
women have to learn to make con¬ 
nections, and to define the issues 
more inclusively.

All Together Now 

Harmonious GALA Choruses Festival

S avage breasts were soothed 
by the score over July 4th 
weekend as gay and lesbian 
singers from the U.S. and Canada 
flocked to America’s heartland 
for four harmonious days and 
nights. The city was Minneapolis; 
the event was the GALA Chorus¬ 
es Festival II, a marathon of con¬ 
certs three years in the making. 
The Bay Area was well represent¬ 
ed by the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus and the Dick 
Kramer Gay Men’s Chorale, plus 
singers from San Francisco’s les¬ 
bian and mixed choruses who 
joined in a spectacular world pre¬ 
miere. 

In an era when gay life has 
evolved past bars and discos, it’s 
no surprise more and more gays 
and lesbians are discovering the 
community music scene. Like 
concert bands and square dance 
groups, choruses offer a social 
network plus a chance to do 
something artistic. Gay choruses 
sprang to life in San Francisco in 
1978; then came the Gay Men’s 
Chorus national tour in 1981, 


which motivated several chorus¬ 
es to organize. After that came 
GALA, the Gay and Lesbian As¬ 
sociation of Choruses, which now 
has 45 member groups in North 
America, with about 2,200 
singers. Over Liberty Week, more 
than 1,400 of them gathered in 
Minneapolis’ Orchestra Hall— 
nearly double the attendance at 
the 1983 GALA festival in New 
York. A record 17 choruses per¬ 
formed, from New York, D.C., 
Portland, Chicago, L.A., Boston, 
New Orleans, Seattle, San Fran¬ 
cisco, and Vancouver, Canada, 
among other cities. 

For many, it was a time to lis¬ 
ten to choruses they’d never 
heard before and to catch up with 
old friends. For others, the real 
thrill was the chance to sing in a 
professional concert hall. 

“It definitely was the most 
powerful experience our chorus 
has ever had. It’s been a major 
step in our own growth as a 
musical organization,’’ said 
Janet Lewallen, production man¬ 
ager with the Denver Women’s 


Chorus. The Denver group was 
the only women’s chorus per¬ 
forming a full concert. Aware that 
many women had travelled to the 
festival on their own, they gladly 
shared the stage with them in 
singing “No Child of Mine.” 
Afterwards, the Denver women 
broke more ground by joining 
with the Dick Kramer Gay Men’s 
Chorale to sing the Schubert 
Mass in G. 

One snag in the otherwise flaw¬ 
less event (hosted by the Twin Cit¬ 
ies Men’s Chorus) came the after¬ 
noon of July 4, when an anony¬ 
mous bomb threat was received. 
After a thorough seacrh of Or¬ 
chestra Hall, the show went on as 
planned with no loss of audience. 
In fact, each concert was packed, 
mostly with GALA singers and 
music-loving Minneapolitans, 
who gave ovation after standing 
ovation. 

“This is the most enthusiastic 
audience you’d ever find any¬ 
where. They catch all the little 
subtleties ... it’s a lot of fun,” 
said Garth Guido, board member 


of the Chicago Gay Men’s 
Chorus. The crowd cheered each 
group for whatever they had to 
offer—original songs, great 
voices, terrrific tap dancers, or 
creative costumes. 


After each concert, festival- 
goers sallied forth through 
muggy downtown Minneapolis to 
bars like the Gay ’90s and Cloud 
Nine, which welcomed them with

T his week’s foray into phi¬ 
losophy takes as its subject 
two musical comedies— 
the Lamplighters’ production of 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s The 
Yeomen of the Guard and the 
South African production of Asi- 
nimali!, just concluding a brief 
run at the Berkeley Rep. While 
the latter is certainly no musical 
in the traditional sense of the 
term, its thorough use of music 
and rhythm to structure and pro¬ 
pel the entire show allow it to be 
considered at least a form of 
musical theater. Most important, 
it is the show’s musical founda¬ 
tion which binds its sometimes 
confusing elements, sustains our 
interest, and provides glimpses of 
a South African cultural heritage, 
a thrilling and exotic musical the- 
atricalism which is not to be seen 
elsewhere in this country, as far 
as I know. It’s as if one of those 
Ballet Folklorico companies join¬ 
ed a Brechtian agitprop theater. 

Matter of fact, company direc¬ 
tor Mbongeni Ngema did just 
that. While touring the country 
with Woza Albert!, Ngema saw El 
Teatro Campesino, the California 
group noted for its mating of 
Latino music with political con¬ 
cern. Ngema credits that ex¬ 
perience as his inspiration in the 
creation of his company, which 
first mounted Asinimali! in Dur¬ 
ban, South Africa, in 1983. 

The result is a high-powered 
and highly theatrical evening, as 
five men, without costumes or 
props, turn a bare stage into most

all of South Africa. Their creativ¬ 
ity is deft—their confining jail 
cell, for instance, is conjured 
somewhat by a sharp pool of 
light, but more tellingly by the 
iron door’s peephole to the out¬ 
side: no door at all, merely a cir¬ 
cle formed by an actor’s thumb 
and forefinger, through which 
they all strive to contact the out¬ 
side world. On an empty stage, in 
a pool of light, it is more stark an 
image, more moving and mean¬ 
ingful, than the millions of 
dollars worth of props used to 
create the heavy image of Cats. 

Asinimali! means “We have no 
money,” and the show chronicles 
the results of a people’s uprising 
in Lamontville township when 
leader Msizi Dube led the local 
folk against rent increases. Dube 
becomes a martyr to his cause, 
and Asinimali! became the peo¬ 
ple’s call for freedom from the 
white government’s apartheid— 
it is a call for the end of 
passbooks, joblessness, enforced 
poverty, and unjust imprison¬ 
ment. 

In Asinimali!' s jail cell we 
meet five men who recount in 
word, song, and dance—usually 
all three together—the events 
which brought them there. Their 
stories are a panoply of South 
African life, made understand¬ 
able in specific instances. The 
last is the tale of an activist. It 
shows how “plain folk” become 
warriors, and then in the eve¬ 
ning’s bracing heart, accosts and 
accuses the audience itself as ac¬ 
complices in oppression. It is a 
daring gambit, this direct con¬ 
frontation of the audience, and 
one usually not successful. Here 
it drives home the helplessness 
and fury of the South African’s 
situation. Who is allowing and 
perpetuating the monstrous in¬ 
justices of South Africa? The 
hapless audience member cho¬ 
sen to represent the rest of us can¬ 
not answer, although he—and 
we— know the truth. “It’s deep 
down in your heart,” Ngema tells 
him. It’s not enough to watch this 
excitingly theatrical expose—we 
must be part of the solution to 
the problems it reveals. 

Also revealed, unfortunately, 
are some problems of presenta¬ 
tion. The very energy and theatri¬ 
cality of the event work against 
our comprehension, obscuring 
details which could aid our 
understanding. And there is a 
language barrier; sometimes the 
thick accents cannot be unscram¬ 
bled. This show, too, travels less 
well than its predecessor, Woza 
Albert!, in that it presents in¬ 
tricacies of life in South Africa as 
if we’re already familiar with 
them. One has to work almost as 
hard as the actors to keep up, to 
assimilate and comprehend. Per¬ 
haps a little less force and dyna¬ 
mism in staging would have 
resulted in more human contact. 
Still, in its bare-bones choice of 
style, Asinimali! matches the 
starkness of its message. Its bar¬ 
rage of creativity works against it 
as a whole, and you’ll remember 
the theatrics more than anything 
else, but it does have a heart and 
soul that remains after its explo¬ 
sions of creativity have faded.

T he love of humankind call¬ 
ed for in Asinimali! is 
focused down in The Yeo¬ 
men of the Guard to love for a 
particular person—it’s the knot¬ 
ted story of the untangling of 


several couples’ thwarted ro¬ 
mances, which leads to a happy 
ending. Or does it? In a shocking 
finale, Gilbert and Sullivan have 
provided a surprise that was not 
only far ahead of its time in 1888, 
but which still provides a 
delicious jolt with its daring. 

The company which attempts 
Yeoman has a most difficult task 
in bringing this self-consciously 
“serious” work to life. G&S had 
broken up and reunited, Sullivan 
wanting to write more serious 
work. Gilbert bowed to this need, 
constructing a story which allow¬ 
ed for more expansive use of mu¬ 
sic, and this is the show’s near un¬ 
doing. There is a convoluted con¬ 
catenation of characters with the 
most human of problems, from 
lovelessness to love lost to life 
about to be lost. While the range 
of humanity and problems allows 
music of greater range, it poses 
other problems, the simplest of 
which is comprehending the plot. 
The serious situations and the 
obvious operatic reach of the mu¬ 
sic open the authors to jibe, as 
these elements appear in the 
midst of more typical G&S fare. 
It is frequently an uncomfortable 
amalgam of the sort which later 
was used to satirize operetta con¬ 
ventions. 

Other problems in the work 
are a call for modern portrayals 
of these multi-facted characters, 
and the nigh-impossible task of 
unifying the disparate elements 
of the show. 

The Lamplighters haven’t 
risen to it, at least not in the first 
act, where they skim the charac¬ 
ters’ motivations by playing with 
the surface, old-fashioned style 
which killed the d’Oyly Carte 
company. The act was a lengthy 
morass, and I nearly left at inter¬ 
mission. How inordinately pleas¬ 
ed I was to have stayed and been 
blessed with a delightful second 
act and the operetta’s amazing 
conclusion. 

Having so laboriously set up 
the multiple couples and their 
difficulties in Act One, Act Two 
treats each couple separately, 
allowing a succession of merry 
lyrics and lilting tunes of the sort 
we expect from G&S at their best. 
And then there is the finale, 
which finds an odd man out 
among happy couples. His utter 
despair amidst the happy conclu¬ 
sion is a chilling device—this 
jester becomes Rigoletto damn¬ 
ed, and we suddenly question the 
meaning of it all with the addi¬ 
tion of this ironic element— 
happy resolutions are bound to 
leave someone unhappy. Even 
two hours of surface mugging 
couldn’t spoil this hair-raiser fi¬ 
nale; Rick Williams as the jester 
was superb in his final agony. 

If you are willing to invest in the 
long set-up of Act One, Act Two 
pays off. As usual, the production 
is handsomely mounted and well 
sung. Here’s the critics dilemma 
—the roles are double cast, and 
you may see a show worse (or bet¬ 
ter) than the one I saw. For 
operetta fans, it’s worth the risk 
to savor the uncanny work of the 
second act. Despite its initial 
longeurs, The Yeomen of the 
Guard pays off well after the in¬ 
itial gamble. (Through Aug. 3, 
752-7755)

Judy Grahn’s poem cycle The 
Queen of Winds will be given one 
performance only, July 26, in 
Herbst Hall before embarking on 
a European tour.

O f all the arts, only music 
has the capacity to haunt 
someone. The duet from 
Bizet’s Pearl Fishers can leave 
listeners on Cloud 9. The wistful 
strains of Puccini’s “O, mio 
babina cara” can evoke poign¬ 
ant memories of a long-lost love. 
The bel canto embellishments 
adorning Lucia Di Lammer- 
moor’s mad scene can bring sol¬ 
ace to a soul in torment, while 
an uplifting patriotic chorus 
such as the “Va Pensiero” from 
Verdi’s Nabucco can incite 
angry crowds to political action. 
Years after its creation, even the 
soprano aria from Catalani’s La 
Wally can inspire a film director 
to create a cult classic like Diva. 

Yet, no matter how well a per¬ 
son claims to know a piece of mu¬ 
sic, his mastery of the score re¬ 
mains incomplete until its 
charms have penetrated, infil¬ 
trated, and conquered his soul. 

Occasionally the music which 
haunts a person will lead him to¬ 
ward deeper, more mysterious 
depths. 

Those who have heard the hit 
tune from The Love For Three 
Oranges are often shocked to 
discover that the rest of Pro- 
koviev’s opera sounds nothing at 
all like its march! The same 
could be said of the rollicking 
polka in Jaromir Weinberger’s 
Schwanda The Bagpiper. A fa¬ 
vorite selection on KKHI, this 
lilting piece of music first cap¬ 
tured my attention many years 
ago. Although I never took the 
time to seek out a full-length 
recording of Weinberger’s op¬ 
era, upon receiving word that 
the Cincinnati Opera would 
stage the first American produc¬ 
tion of Schwanda The Bagpiper 
in 55 years, the mere thought of 
attending a performance quick¬ 
ly developed into an opera 
queen’s obsession. 

SCOTCH ON THE ROCKS 

Premiered in Prague in 1927, 
Weinberger’s Schwanda was 
subsequently translated into 17 
languages and performed on 
more than 150 stages. Based on 
the Czechoslovakian folk legend 
whose moral is that when the 
people of Bohemia make music 
the whole world rejoices, its plot 
is, at best, ditsy. Schwanda and 
his happy little wife, Dorotka, en¬ 
counter the magician Babinsky, 
who serves as the operatic equiv¬ 
alent of Robin Hood. Babinsky 
soon convinces Schwanda that 
his bagpipes will bring joy to the 
icy Queen from whom Babinsky 
stole the crown jewels and gold¬ 
en sceptre. After winning the 
Queen’s heart with his music, 
Schwanda incurs her wrath by 
refusing to marry her. Until he 
can be executed, his bagpipes 
are put under lock and key. 

The execution, of course, is 
short-circuited by the fortuitous 
arrival of Babinsky. Then, 
thanks to a curious quirk of fate, 
Dorotka’s jealousy sends 
Schwanda to hell, where her hus¬ 
band refuses to play cards 
with—or bagpipes for—the dev¬ 
il. Once again, Babinsky comes 
to the rescue by cheating Satan 
out of his jewels, one-half of his 
kingdom, and the devil’s claim 
on the bagpiper’s soul. When 
Schwanda returns home in spite 
of Babinsky’s warning that dar¬ 
ling little Dorotka will have aged 
20 years, the magic of his love 
restores his wife’s youth. 
Schwanda and Dorotka live hap¬ 
pily ever after. 


Forced to flee Nazi Germany 
in 1938, Weinberger never wrote 
another piece of music which 
would match the success of his 
beloved Schwanda, whose score 
contains some very pretty 
stretches and has a vast cine¬ 
matic sweep. Jay Depenbrock’s 
colorful sets captured a de¬ 
lightful feeling of fairytale magic 
but, instead of achieving the 
artless unsophistication required 
for this folk opera, Mark Dia¬ 
mond’s choreography and James 
de Blasis’ stage direction look¬ 
ed embarrassingly amateurish. 
Ruth de Blasis.’ surtitles occa¬ 
sionally provoked laughter in the 
wrong places. 

The role of Babinsky is a kill¬ 
er for any tenor and, while 
Jacque Trussel did a sterling job 
with it, I sure as hell hope he 
doesn’t have to sing it too often. 


As for the rest of Cincinnati Op¬ 
era’s cast, Gail Dobish was ex¬ 
tremely healthy and virginal as 
Dorotka. Erich Parce continues 
to impress me as a baritone on 
the brink of an important career. 
Christopher Keene conducted 
with a sense of fierce determina¬ 
tion and, at this point, I think 
I can safely say that I’ve gotten 
Schwanda The Bagpiper out of 
my system. 

HEATHER, LEATHER, 

AND YON 

Last fall, when Beverly Sills 
announced that, as part of its 
new spring season devoted to 
works from the American mus¬ 
ical theater, the New York City 
Opera would perform Briga- 
doon y I expressed serious reser¬ 
vations about her choice of 
repertory. Today, I’m happy to 
eat my words and report the 
NYCO’s Brigadoon was one of 
the more charming evenings of 
opera/musical theater I’ve ex¬ 
perienced in quite some time. 
Most impressive was Gerald 
Friedman’s stage direction, 
which sensitively sculpted a 
poignant fantasy out of what so 
often becomes cloying, sen¬ 


timental muck. The linguistic 
skills of City Opera’s singers, 
who were able to maintain con¬ 
sistently Scotch (as opposed to 
Broadway) accents, added much 
to Brigadoons highland charm. 
Under Paul Gemignani’s able 
baton, the enlarged orchestra 
breathed an extra special 
measure of lyricism into 
Frederick Loewe’s score. Des¬ 
mond Heeley’s sets and cos¬ 
tumes were a visual knockout. 

As the romantic leads, 
Richard White and Sheryl 
Woods glowed with good vocal 
health and a lyric dramatic 
strength. The casting of New 
York City Ballet’s Luis Perez 
added extra spunk to the angry 
character of Harry Beaton. 
While James Billings offered a 
charming cameo as Mr. Lundie, 
Chris Groenendaal’s Harry 
Beaton and Camille Ross’ Jean- 
nie MacLaren offered ingrati¬ 
ating secondary leads. Tony 
Roberts’ Jeff proved to be a sar¬ 
castic gem which made one 
acutely aware of how skillfully 
Alan Jay Lerner had used a hard¬ 
ened urban alcoholic for 
the dramatic foil he needed to 
counter the deep-seated faith of 


Brigadoon’s population. The 
eternally ebullient Joyce Castle 
captured the horny abandon of 
Meg Brockie with a savage sense 
of lust. 

The Broadway musical holds 
a very special place in my heart 
and, despite any previous mis¬ 
adventures with Brigadoon, I 
was quite impressed by the ar¬ 
tistic integrity of City Opera’s 
production. Among the musicals 
now under consideration for 
1987 are Bock & Harnick’s 
Fiorello, Rodgers & Hammer- 
stein’s Carousel, and Stephen 
Sondheim’s A Little Night Mu¬ 
sic. However, since 1987 marks 
the 25th anniversary of Sond¬ 
heim’s debut as a composer and 
lyricist on Broadway, I’m cast¬ 
ing my vote for the first ma¬ 
jor Broadway show which was en¬ 
tirely his creation. A Funny 
Thing Happened On The Way 
To The Forum is a musical 
which NYCO’s singers could 
perform with great success. If 
they do, I’m sure City Opera’s 
audiences will have themselves 
a rip-roaring good time. •

For us The Mystery of Alexina 
is whether “she ” is a man or a 
hermaphrodite. From our en¬ 
lightened perspective we know at 
first sight that despite a high 
voice and hairless face, this tall, 
broad-shouldered, flat-chested 
person is no woman. 

“Her” mother says she never 
examined Alexina’s sexual or¬ 
gans—“One doesn’t look there” 
—and had “her” raised by nuns 
in institutions. This is the 
mid-19th century and the 
church’s job is to keep people ig¬ 
norant. 

At the age of 22 Alexina takes 
a job as a teacher in a rural 
school. Another young teacher, 
Sara (Valerie Stroh), awakens her 
masculine feelings, and after 
some Yentl-ish confusion they 
become lovers. Barbin, who has 
avoided doctors the way Joan 
Crawford would wire hangers, has 
herself examined and reclassi¬ 
fied. The doctopr’s report, at 
least in the subtitles, refers to him 
as a hermaphrodite but never 
says whether he has female 
organs as well as male, just that 
he’s never menstruated. 

As sometimes happens, the 
press is given more information 
than the audience. Michel Fou¬ 
cault’s notes from his introduc¬ 
tion to Barbin’s memoirs in¬ 
dicate that he was a true her¬ 
maphrodite, that they had long 
been accepted and allowed to 
choose their sex, but Barbin had

come along in a repressive period 
and been hounded to his death. 
The tragic ending will doubtless 
be discussed by Vito Russo in the 
hermaphrodite chapter of a fu¬ 
ture edition of The Celluloid 
Closet. 

Androgynous French cartoon¬ 
ist Vuillemin stars as Alexina. He 
and the rest of the cast are re¬ 
quired less to act than to pose for 
pretty pictures, many in semi¬ 
darkness, photographed with 
classical beauty by Bernard Zit- 
terman. Though rather short the 
film is very leisurely paced, and 
lacking comic relief it might in¬ 
spire viewers to laugh in the 
wrong places. Still, its intriguing 
story should amuse the curious. 
(Lumiere) 

ALIENSatiation 

I didn’t like Alien. I like Aliens. 
My principal objection to 
Ridley Scott’s original was the 
regularity with which we were 
supposed to have the shit scared 
out of us by the latest manifesta¬ 
tion of the creature that wiped 
out the crew of the Nostromo— 
except for Ripley (Sigourney 
Weaver). 

After 57 years of “hyper¬ 
sleep” Ripley, believe it or not, 
returns to the planet where they 
picked up the beastie as advisor 
to a troup of Marines looking for 
the colonists who had settled 
there in the interim. 

There’s a long, slow build-up 
full of war movie cliches, with the 
addition of two women Marines. 
“Hey, Vasquez,” cracks a smar¬ 
tass, “have you ever been mis¬ 
taken for a man?” “No,” she 
snaps back, “have you?” There’s 
also a sensitive android—‘I pre¬ 
fer the term ‘artificial person’ 
myself —aboard. 

Well, they land on the planet, 
find a feral child who’s the lone 
survivor of the lost colony, and 
make their way to the virtual bel¬ 
ly of the beast where the bodies 
are bruied for the first action se¬ 
quence. 

Aliens is a feminist film. Ripley 
is the ballsiest, most loveable 
woman you’ve seen in a long 


time, with retorts for all the 
bureaucratic bullshit and macho 
—and macha—assholes she en¬ 
counters. “They can bill me” is 
one of the year’s great lines, 
though yuppies may prefer the 
android’s “I may be synthetic 
but I’m not stupid.” The little 
girl arouses Ripley’s maternal in¬ 
stincts so she dresses up like 
Ramba and lights out after 
Mama Alien. They go at it like 
two drag queens in heat in an ex¬ 
citing climax which flies in the 
face of most of what has gone 
before. 

Alien was a horror shocker. 
Aliens falls into the action- 
adventure category, of which 
writer-director James Cameron 
proved himself a master in The 
Terminator. Aliens is his movie. 
And Sigourney Weaver’s. And 
about a million special effects 
people’s. It rips off everything 
from Forbidden Planet to The 
Re-Animator but makes it all fun. 
(Coroent, Grand Lake, Cen¬ 
tury Plaza, Stonestown) 

BOUNDS' LESS 

Out of Bounds is the most 
generic thriller since Into the 
Night and Gotcha! Fresh off the 
Iowa farm, Anthony Michael Hall 
picks up the wrong bag at LAX 
and scores ten kilos of heroin. 
Before you can say “What’s up, 
Doc?” two people are dead and 
Hall’s running from cops (Glynn 
Turman) and killers (Jeff Kober) 
alike, sided only by Jenny Wright, 
a waitress punkette he met on the 
plane. She drives him around in 
an inconspicuous pink converti¬ 
ble, giving her phone number to 
every connection in town, and 
then goes home to relax. 

Everything in-the movie is 
preposterous and/or predictable, 
but Iowa farm boys may enjoy the 
fantasy of one of their own taking 
on the big bad city and winning. 
Director Richard Tuggle also 
made Tightrope with Clint 
Eastwood. He should stick to 
working with grown-ups. Out of 
Bounds isn’t terrible, just 
stupid—okay for a bargain mat¬ 
inee time-waster. (Area

THE FEMALE IMPERSON¬ 
ATOR PAGEANT 

T his is a most amusing 
piece of videotape, one 
that was produced speci¬ 
fically for the home video 
market. 

As the title implies, it’s a beau¬ 
ty pageant, one that is, on the sur¬ 
face, not terribly different from 
your average Miss America Pag¬ 
eant. Go a little below surface 
level and we see that this pageant 
is for drag, uh, female imper¬ 
sonators. 

This pageant has it all, bathing 
suit and evening gown competi¬ 
tions, as well as a startlingly im¬ 
pressive talent competition. 

There’s Rachel Wells as 
Katharine Hepburn, performing 
a monologue from O’Neill’s 
Long Day's Journey into Night. 
Then out comes Michael An¬ 
drews as Ann-Margret, looking 
and dancing so much like the real 
Ann-Margret they could pass for 
twins. 

All the performers imperson¬ 
ate celebrities, and many of them 
lip-sync to recordings, but some 
of them, like Joslyn Summers as 
Bette Davis in All About Eve, per¬ 
form in their own voices. Joslyn, 
for example, sings the Kim 
Carnes hit “Bete Davis Eyes” in 
Bette’s voice. 

After a while we are allowed to 
glimpse the performers back- 
stage getting into their costumes, 
and they tell us of their need to 
perform, why they chose to be 
female impersonators, and even 
of the love and respect they have 
for real women. And when Jen¬ 
nifer Fox and Tracy Cole turn out 
to be beautiful as men, one can 
only admire their abilty to 
transform. 

Good-naturedly hosted by Lyle 
Waggoner and Ruth Buzzi—who 
gives us a thousand-year history 
of drag in a breathless 90 seconds 
—The Female Impersonator Pag¬ 
eant is highly entertaining and 
even a tad thought-provoking. It 
was, by the way, a legitimate event 
that took place in Houston about 
two years ago. And the winner 
is ... 

NUTCRACKER SWEET 

This is the latest of nearly 20 
Joan Collins movies that have 
been released on video to cash in 
on her Dynasty success. Most of 
them have never been seen in 
movie theaters, and had it not 
been for Dynasty, we might never 
have seen them at all. (We should 
be so lucky.) 

Finola Hughes (General 
Hospital) plays a Russian ballet 
dancer attempting to defect to 
England. She is having a mad af¬ 
fair with the newspaper reporter 
covering her story, who is in turn 
having an affair with the wife of 
a man prominent on the board of 
directors of the dance company 
Finola wishes to join. The hus¬ 
band is having an affair with 
Joan Collins, who runs the dance 
troupe, and she is having an af¬ 
fair with her leading male danc¬ 
er, whom her gay secretary has 
the hots for. 

Sounds like a screwball com¬ 
edy, doesn’t it? But Nutcracker 
Sweet takes itself so seriously it 
makes you want to trash your 
VCR. It’s the kind of movie 
where fully dressed men have sex 
with naked women, making the 
film offensively sexist, not to 
mention stupid. 

Come on, Joan. You’re not that 
bad an actress. Can’t you find 
better vehicles than this? 


PICTURE OF 
DORIAN GRAY 

Shot on videotape and produc¬ 
ed in 1973 by the ABC network, 
this is the third movie based on 
19th century gay author Oscar 
Wilde’s classic morality tale of 
the supernatural. Not quite as 
good as the 1945 version produc¬ 
ed by MGM with Hurd Hatfield, 
it sure beats the rotten soft core 
porn Dorian Gray that was 
unleashed in 1969. This TV mov¬ 
ie is actually a rather fine piece 
in its own right, and until its 
home video release a few months 
ago, it had not been seen any¬ 
where for nearly eight years. 

Producer Dan Curtis (The 
Night Stalker, Dark Shadows) 
was not afraid to pull any punch¬ 
es. Oscar Wilde wrote his story 
with daring (for its time) homo¬ 
sexual overtones, and the gay 
themes here are handled both 
bluntly and tastefully. The Vic¬ 
torian sets and costumes are ex¬ 
quisitely detailed, and beautiful 
Shane Briant as Dorian will pro¬ 
bably make male viewers drool. 
Fionnuala Flanagan will pro¬ 
bably have the same effect on 


female viewers because she is 
also quite beautiful. 

The tape’s biggest fault is a 
stupid introduction by Elvira, 
Mistress of the Dark, but you can 
always fast forward past her and 
get right into the movie. 

It might be fun to compare this 
Picture of Dorian Grey to the 
1945 version. Both are worth see¬ 
ing.

TURN OF THE SCREW 

From Dan Curtis, that master 
of camp horror, who also gave you 
the above-mentioned Dorian 
Gray remake, now comes a made- 
forTV videotape production bas¬ 


ed on Henry James’ 1883 novel, 
Turn of the Screw. Produced by 
ABC in 1974, and broadcast in a 
late-night time slot, this home 
cassette is its first showing in 12 
years. 

After another foolish introduc¬ 
tion by Elvira, Mistress of the 
Dark, the story begins. 

Turn of the Screw has the same 
type of handsome period produc¬ 
tion as Dorian Gray, but it suffers 
from poor pacing. As Miss 
Cuberly, the repressed governess, 
Lynn Redgrave is sublime, and it 
is interesting to watch her change 
from a wimp into a strong-willed, 
determined woman, ready and 
able to do battle with ghosts and 
save her charges, the possessed 
children, Myles and Flora. 

Unfortunately, more than half 
the film consists of Miss Cuber¬ 
ly and Mrs. Grose, the housekeep¬ 
er (Megs Jenkins), elegantly sip¬ 
ping tea and talking about 
ghosts. What Turn of the Screw 
needs is a couple of good scares. 

I suggest you skip this one and 
go back to Jack Clayton’s The In¬ 
nocents, a much better version of 
the same story. It plays the UC 
Theater in Berkeley from time to 
time, and strangely, it features 
Megs Jenkins once again playing 
Mrs. Grose. •

ANAL SEX 
AND AIDS 


After four years of studying 
thousands of cases of AIDS, 
the evidence is becoming 
increasingly clear: anal sex 
is the number one cause of 
AIDS transmission in 
America. 

Several epidemiological 
studies conducted indepen¬ 
dently in several different 
cities, involving thousands 
of gay and bisexual men, 
have produced essentially 
the same finding—the prin¬ 
cipal difference between 
gay men who get AIDS, and 
gay men who don’t get 
AIDS, is the amount and 
kind of Unsafe anal sex 
they have engaged in. 

Unsafe anal sex includes 
anal intercourse without a 
condom, rimming, scat, 
fisting and fingering, and 
the sharing of dildoes and 
other insertive sex toys.

sex has to cease to be a part 
of our gay male lifestyles 
until a medical solution for 
AIDS is available. The risks 
are just too great for both 
tops and bottoms. 

Condoms can help. They 
are capable of stopping 
the AIDS virus. Anal inter¬ 
course with a condom is 
still considered “possibly 
safe” because of the risk of 
condom breakage through 
misuse. (The major causes 
of condom breakage are air 
inside the condom, not 
enough lubrication, old or 


mistreated condoms, or the 
use of oil-based lubricants.) 

It takes practice to use 
condoms correctly. How¬ 
ever, condoms are readily 
available, inexpensive, and 
when used properly, are 
good protection. Learn to 
use them. If you insist on 
anal sex, insist on condoms. 

Let’s protect one another. 
Let's end Unsafe Sex in 
San Francisco until this epi¬ 
demic is over.

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A s we enter the third week 
of campaigning, the can¬ 
didates for Grand Duke 
and Grand Duchess of San Fran- 
ciso are pounding the pavements 
drumming up votes for the up¬ 
coming election slated for Satur¬ 
day, Aug. 2.

Weighing Anchor

In team bowling, the anchor 
position is generally occupied by 
the team member with the high¬ 
est average. As such, whenever 
there remains the slightest possi¬ 
bility of salvaging a game, this in-, 
valuable bowler is in a position to 
pull it out of the oven at the last 
moment, so to speak. Quite sur¬ 
prisingly, considering the intense 
pressure the anchor position en¬ 
tails, these extraordinary bowlers 
often do just that. However, many 
times the game is irretrievably 
lost early in the tenth frame due 
to gutters, splits, and opens, 
thereby effectively denying the 
anchorperson the opportunity of 
executing an exciting last-minute 
rescue. 

What it all adds up to is that 
a concerted tenth frame team ef¬ 
fort is absolutely necessary in or¬ 
der to ensure that the final move¬ 
ment of the swiftly vacillating 
total-pin scales will be weighted 
in your team’s favor. 

One time, right in the midst of 
a hotly contested tenth frame, 
rather than prolong the agony, I 
ordered a key team member to 
hightail it for the showers. He 
retorted with, “But coach, I’m 
not bowling that badly!” My re¬ 
sponse was, “It has nothing to do 
with your bowling, Abercrombie, 
now git!” Abercrombie has since 
cleaned up his act and presently 
fills the position of unofficial, ac¬ 
ting, part-time backup anchor¬ 
man on odd-numbered, one-digit 
bowling dates. 

So, you see, from the previous 
valuable information and excel¬ 
lent example, a good anchor- 
person, one who can make a 


mark(s) when needed, occupies a 
very vital position. Nevertheless, 
without full team support in a 
close tenth frame game, the an¬ 
chor is degraded to the humble 
status of being merely the last 
bowler on a losing team. 


On a more upbeat note, the 
Gutters Girls, a generally unin¬ 
timidating TGWBL team, 
demonstrated an outstanding ex¬ 
ample of esprit de corps on July
